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ADMINISTRATION CHANGES 


The work of the administration and 
the faculty of The Stout Institute is 
certainly definitely laid out. This is 
the second day of school. We have an 
enrollment today of 599 students, com- 
pared with 451 students on the same 
day of last year, an increase of 148 
students, or an increase of 31%. It is 
far ahead of any other second day 
enrollynent in the history of the in- 
stitution. By comparison, 3 years ago 
the second day enrollment showed 394 
people; 2 years before that the enroll- 
ment showed 368 people; the year be- 
fore that it was 308; 10 years ago 
the enrollment on the second day was 
359 people. 


This means extremely heavy loads 
for the administration and every 
member of the faculty. It means that 
every facility of The Stout Institute 
will BS taxed £6 the limit. It suggests 
that under these circumstances, every 
member of the organization, the fac- 
ulty and student bodies, can be mater- 
ially helpful by carrying every ounce 
of the load that is his as an individual. 
If we can during the year live togeth- 
er as a happy group, free from wor- 
ries and anxieties which are often a 
part of our institutional life, then the 
work that each individual has to do 
will be materially lighter. 

This situation presents a problem 
which the governing boards will have 
to work out. Since virtually every col- 
lege in the state carries a correspond-- 
i x heavy Joad, there seems to be one 
_.. two solutions only. The state ap- 
‘-sopriations will have to be made ad- 
equate to provide an ample teaching 
force, or else the enrollment in these 
institutions will have to be limited. 
It has already been suggested that 
The Stout Institute limit the enroll- 
ment to 500 students, and under no 
conditions exceed that number. Some 
later announcement may be made 
along this line.

CHARLES EAGLE 
PLUME 
GAVE 


Authentic Interpretation Of In- 

dian Lore, Life, And 

Culture Before 

Assembly 
on Wednesday, September 28. Eagle 
Plume stressed in his program the 
Indians’ contribution to American 
civilization. He explained the sym- 
bolism represented in his costume and 
interpreted the meaning of several 
old Indian songs and dances. Eagle 
Plume presented a similer program 
at Stout in the fall of 1935. 
In introducing him to the assembly 
audience, C. A. Bowman, dean of in- 
dustrial education, said: ‘Charles 
Eagle Plume was born and raised in 
Indian country in Montana by a 
French-Indian mother and a German 
father. From his old grandmother he 
got much of his early lore.” 
For his appearance on the Stout 
stage, Eagle Plume wore a head dress 
of porcupine hair and feathers from 
a rare eagle one year of age. He wore 
a breast-plate made of hand carved 
shin bones of deer designed to pro- 
tect the Indian from the arrows of 
enemies. A beautifully beaded Loin 
cloth, a black shirt, legyings, anu 
mocassins completed his costume. The 
fan he carried was the symbol of a 
secret fraternity in Indian society. 
Eagle Plume is a member of the Pi- 
kuni tribe of Blackfeet and a gradu- 
ate of the University of Colorado. His 
costumes are authentic and very valu- 
able, and every step of his dance is 
studied and true. “The Pony Song”, 
“A Ceremonial Song,” “Dance of the 
Eagle,” and “The Sweetheart Dance” 
were among the number interpreted 
by Eagle Plume.

Vocational Association in Baltimore 
last February, several directors and 
heads o: departments of vocational 
education visited Industrial Education 
and vocational schools on their way 
through from the west. A statement 
concerning this trip and impressions 
gained is stated in “A Travelog of a 
Tour by Three Men in Search for Ed- 
icational Gpportunities for the 95 per 
eent of Youth.” The pamphlet was 
prepared by L. H. Falgren, Director of 
Industrial Arts for Kansas City, Kan- 
sas. 
Laurence Parker, of the Kansas State 
Board for Vocational Education, di- 
rected the trip and assisted in the pre- 
paration of the bulletin referred to. 
This bulletin can be secured from 
either Mr. Parker of Mr. Falgren by 
interested parties. 
Because a part of the article is of spe- 
cial interest to Stout students and 
graduates, one page of the report is 
reproduced here. Following the report 
of Mr. Falgren on his visit to the St. 
Paul Boys’ Vocational School, the 
article continues. 
“Our next city was to be Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin; however, on the way to 
Milwaukee, we sttopped at Menom- 
onie, Wisconsin, to visit The Stout 
Institute. ; 

STOUT INSTITUTE 

B. HE. Nelson, President 
“We found that Stout Institute was 
not a particularly large school, but it 
gave us the impression as being a 
very efficient teacher training insti- 
tution. 
“There was quite an extensive Home 
Economics department. An interesting 
experiment was being carried on in 
the Home Economics department. In 
the nursery school rooms we found 
little tots from two to four years old 
being cared for by a group of adults 
who were learning to be nursery 
school leaders. The room was very at- 
tractive and the course no doubt will 
train efficient nursery school teachers. 
“One of the outstanding things that 
we noticed in the Industrial Arts and 
Vocational education department was 
the efficient organization of shops and 
eare of tools and equipment. Tools 
used occasionally were located in tool 
cabinets with glass, doors. Tools that 
were used frequently were found in 
bench drawers. Everything was bet- 
ter organized than we have ever seen 
anywhere. Bench tops were clean, all 
equipment was painted neatly, and 
most of the equipment was modern. 
The whole school gave us the impres- 
sion that it was a very efficient teach- 
er training institution.”

So Paul cut Lake Michigan up into 
chanks and Babe, the big’ blue ox, 
hauled the chunks.of Lake Michigan 
‘up on the shore so they would melt 
faster when summer came the follow- 
ing year. Babe could pull anything 
with.two ends on it. 


‘;Paul loaded up ‘his camp and went 


south to the old home camp. Babe 
easily hauled the camp. Babe meas- 
ured forty-two ax handles and a plug: 
ring tobacco between the eyes. 
(an ordinary man standing by the 
ox’s head had to use a telescope to 
see the ox’s tail.) 
But when Paul ‘and his crew finally, 
reached the old home camp they found 
that all the timber around camp had 
been cut. The only trees near camp 
grew on such high hills that logging 
seemed impossible, The hills were su’ 
far from camp that the trip to work 
and back left no time for-logging. All 
others trees were under huge snow 
drifts, 
Johnny Inkslinger, Paul’s bookkeeper; 
tried to remedy the situation. He 
thought that if he could run three 
twelve-hour shifts per day it would 
solve the problem. One crew could 
spend twelve hours going to work, an- 
other twelve hours going home, and 
the third would spend twelve hours 
logging. Fos’ some reason * didn’t 
work, = 
So Paul made a bobsled to haul his 
men to work. 


Now Babe travelled so fast that when 
the Big Swede, Paul’s foreman, led 
the ox the Big Swede only hit the 
ground about every quarter mile. The 
rest of the time he soared through 
the, air like & glider while he hung 
on the rope around Babe’s neck, 

The bobsled, to accomodate the ox’s 
speed, had to be of special construc- 
tion.

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NATIONAL FIRE | 


PREVENTION 
WEEK 


is October 9 to 15. As a cooperative 
measure The Automobile Insurance 
Company and The Standard Fire In- 
surance Company of Hartford, Con- 
necticut, urges everyone to familiar- 
ize themselves with the exact proce- 
dure to be followed in case it becomes 
necessary to report a fire. Given be- 
low are some of the suggested rules: 

1. Plan what you intend to do if fire 
comes, then do it calmly and sensibly. 

2. Make up your mind beforehand 
that you are not going to become 
excited. 

3. Learn the location of your nearest 
fire alarm box. Make sure that you 
know how to operate it. 

4, Write the telephone number of 
your fire department where it can be 
found quickly by any member of the 
family. 

5. Use the most convenient of these 
methods to call the fire department. 

6. Learn the correct operation of 
hand fire extinguishers. 

7. When using a hand extinguisher 
the fire should be attacked at its base. 

8. If the clothing catches fire, tear 
off burning portions if possible. At- 
tempt to smother the flames by wrap- 
ping victim in a woolen cloth. 

9. Do not allow the victim to run or 
move about. 

10. When sleeping in a strange build- 
ing, learn the location of the nearest 
exit before retiring. 

11. If caught in a burning building, 
remember that smoke is thinnest near 
the floor. Make your way to safety 
by crawling or crouching. 

12. When inside a buring building, 
close as many doors as possible in or- 
der to keep the fire from spreading. 
138. If it is necessary to jump from a 
window, first throw out mattresses or 
bedding to break your fall. 

14. If fire breaks out while you are 
in a crowded room, give the alarm 
quietly and unobtrusively so as not 
to create a panic. It is unwise to shout 
“Fire!” 

15. When reporting by means of an 
alarm box, remain near the box until 
the firemen arrive so as to direct them 
to the fire with the least possible 
delay. 

16. When the firemen arrive, remem- 
ber to stay out of the way. Give them 
the best possible chance to work. 

17. Remember that life always comes 
before property. 

18. Remember that death rides with 
the fireman in his race to reach a fire. 
Don’t handicap him by thoughtless 
acts. 

19. When you hear the siren or gong 
stay safely on the sidewalk. 

20. If driving a car, do not race after 
fire apparatus or park in the vicinity 
Oral tire; 

21. Never under any circumstances 
park your car in front of a fire hy- 
drant. 

It is the hope of fire prevention author- 
ities that every home in the country 
may receive the inspection of experts 
qualified in fire prevention measures 
during National Fire. Prevention 
Week, October 9 to 15. Householders 
are urged to cooperate to the fullest 
extent with local fire departments 
making such inspections. 

Home fires are regarded with grow- 
ing concern, for it is in homes that 
more than 7,000 persons, half of them 
children, lose their lives each year as 
a result of someone’s carelessness in 
failing to recognize or eliminate fire 
hazards. During the last ten years 
dwelling fires have increased in the 
United States about 40 per cent. 

It is vitally important for every man, 
woman and young person to know the 
common causes of home fires and to 
take those sensible precautions which 
will minimize their occurrence.

PLEA TO AID “FORGOT- 
TEN” YOUNG PEOPLE 


to help them find, through ade- 
quate educational guidance, social- 
ly useful places for themselves in the 
life and work of the community, was 
made recently by Professor A. H. 
Edgerton, of the University of Wis- 
consin. 

Revealing the results of a ten year 
study into nation’s education and 
youth guidance problems, Professor 
Edgerton, who is director of vocation- 
al guidance at Wisconsin, asserted 
that “our leading educators and think- 
ing citizens have become increasingly 
aware that the schools must take a 
larger part in improving youth’s pos- 
sibilities for living more successfully 
and happily amidst continuous social 
change. 

“Because of the lack of work oppor- 
tunities, hundreds of thousands of 
these young folks are to-day reap- 
pearing on the doorsteps of our edu- 
cational institutions,” Doctor Edger- 
ton revealed. “This is an increasing- 
ly evident trend that has been set in 
sharp relief by grave economic con- 
ditions.” 

“These forgotten young people, re- 
gardless of their previous education, 
now need assistance in profitably 
utilizing all of their unemployed time 
in attaining a better and broader pre- 
paration for working, playing, and 
living with others,” he maintained. 
“Through suitable arrangements be- 
tween community and school, such as 
post-graduate study, work experience, 
correspondence study, and extension 
courses, all unoccupied youths can be 
aided in making better preparation 
for adjustment to community life.”

So when Jons, drove 
the logs down the river he would go 
miles beyond the Bunyan Camp and 
then the men would have to roll the 
logs, one at a time, back up the river. 
This was very hard work since the 
loggers had to spin the logs crosswise 
and against the current. So Jons Jon- 
son lost out. 

Then came Murph Murpheson. Murph 
would have stayed, he was a good 
boss. But Paul found out that Murph 
was really an Irishman by the name 
of Pat Murphy. When Paul discovered 
this fact he decided he would have to 
let Murph go since the Bunyan crew 
had to have a Scandinavian straw 
boss. 

#inally a real man showed up. Hels 
Helson was his name and he came up 
across the North Pole from Norway 
to get to the Bunyan camp in Dakota. 
So you see Hels really discovered the 
North Pole. 

Hels got along better than any of 
Paul’s previous foremen. If the Bun- 
yan crew hadn’t started logging off 
Upside Down Mountain Paul and Hels 
might not have had any trouble. 
Upside Down Mountain was a natural 
wonder. The mountain stood, base up, 
on the Dakota plains. The mountain’s 
top was buried in the prairie. Except 
for the fact that Upside Down Moun- 
tain stood on it’s head it was quite a 
rational mountain. The trees all grew 
with their branches aimed at the 
mountain top and the roots buried in 
the mountain’s side. But since the 
mountain stood on it’s head the trees 
also stood upside down. 

Paul had a plan whereby he expected 
to log off the mountain that stood on 
its head.

Then all the log- 
gers had to do was to trim off the top 
branches and the logs fell to the 
ground. 


When Hels, saw this he climbed to the 
top of Upside Down Mountain and 
started tearing out great handfulls of 
trees. Hels thought he would run 
Paul a little competition since Paul’s 
clearing of the mountain’s sides had 
shown the foreman up for a lesser 
man than Paul. 

Of course Upside Down Mountain is 
no longer standing on the Dakota 
prairies. After the battle between 
Paul and Hels the mountain was so 
torn up that it all fell to the ground.

Night 
under the lights. 
Unleashing the full power of its at- 
tack, the Superior State Teachers col- 
lege football team chalked up its in- 
itial conference victory of the season 
when those Yellowjackets bowled over 
the Stout eleven 31 to 6. Sheer re- 
serve power enabled the Superior 
eleven to wear away the morale so 
well established by the Stout eleven 
during the first half, and then take 
the situation entirely into their own 
hands the remainder of the game. In- 
jury upon injury forced the Stout 
gridmen to rely upon their reserve 
strength and it in turn failed to cope 
with the offense presented by the Su- 
perior squad. 
Superior’s initial touchdown came in 
the opening period, with the ball on 
Stouts forty-eight. The Yellowjackets 
opened a viscious attack that ripped 
off four first downs and brought the 
ball to the Stout four yard line. On 
the next play Rich, right halfback for 
Superior, scored on a reverse over 
tackle. The kick for the extra point 
failed. 
Stout Ties 
Stout came back to tie the count in 
the second quarter. With the ball on 
the Stout forty six, Miller passed to 
Mackay who was downed on the Su- 
perior forty-five yard line. Murphy 
and Miller alternated in carrying the 
ball and drove it to the Superior nine 
yard line. After three plays failed to 
net a yard, Miller passed to Mackay 
in the end zone for a touchdown. The 
kick for the extra point was short. 
The second half was all Superior, scor- 
ing one touchdown in the third quarter 
and three in the fourth quarter. Be- 
hind beautiful interference on almost 
every play, Bud Smidt, fullback for 
the Superior eleven carried the ball 
for three of the four touchdowns dur- 
ing the sceond half and looked like a 
real veteran on that gridiron. The de, 
fense presented by the Stout eleven 
during the first half could not even 
have stopped an offensive by the 
French Maginot line. But those hard 
hitting subs from Superior resembled 
the Allied forces in the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne battle during the World War. 
They just couldn’t be stopped. 
The offensive for the Blue Devils was 
paced by Murphy, Miller, Morrison 
and Mackey. Murphy, who got those 
extra two or three yards when they 
were needed, Morrison, for his brilli- 
ant open field running, and the Miller 
to Mackay combination, that displayed 
some mighty fine aerial maneuvers. 
Defense was Stout’s outstanding con- 
tribution in this game. While they 
were in the game it was entirely 
O’dell, Milinovich, Reynolds, Otteson, 
and Bailey who were outstanding.

MAX NOHL TELLS 
OF DEEP-SEA 
DIVING 


During Assembly Program 

Wednesday, Oct 19 

“Story of Deep-Sea 

Diving Is Story 
of deep-sea equipment,” said Mr 
Nohl in the opening part of his pro- 
gram. Max Gene Nohl is a bold, in- 
genious, inventive young man who is 
devoting his life to deep-sea explora- 
tion. 
The audience viewed unusual motion 
pictures of Mr. Nohl’s adventures 
while the explorer talked. A mechan- 
ism has been perfected whereby a 
deep-sea diver can take pictures of 
himself while exploring under water. 
The ordinary diving suit shown in 
the pictures and described by the 
speaker has a helmet weighing fifty 
pounds. Each shoe weighs twenty-two 
pounds. The belt, which is made ot 
lead, weighs one hundred pounds. 
Mr. Nohl said nothing is ever quiet 
on the sea floor. Constant incessant 
motion of water given a dull rhythm 
to everything. The air the diver 
breathes while under water acts as 
a narcotic. A fourteen pound diving 
lung now available makes possible 
three-hour stay under water. 
A helium diving suit has been per- 
fected by Mr. Nohl which allows a 
four hundred foot descent under water 
without loss of consciousness. The 
new. diving suit eliminates many of 
the treacherous diving problems 
formerly faced by divers. 
Deep-sea divers have a tremendous 
respect for water pressure, Mr. Nohl 
said. At 420 feet below the surface, 
the water pressure exerted on tne 
body is 190 pounds per square inch 
However, the presstire inside the per- 
son’s body is so balanced with that 
on the outside that the diver has nc 
sense of being under pressure. 
If the divers air supply from the sur- 
fava is cut off, the body collapses t« 
at least one-third its original size, 
which, of course, is fatal to the diver 
A diver-compsnion of Mr. Nohl’s ex- 
pericnced this fate, which is known 
as the “squeeze”. No trace of the 
body was ever :ound, but the under- 
water camera miraculously recorded 
the entire tragedy. Mr. Nohl’s heliunt 
diving suit is “squeeze” proof. The 
air is not supplied from the surface 
but is supplied directly from an at- 
tachment in the helmet. 
The tse of helium as inaugurated by 
Mr. Nohl prevents another dreaded 
tragedy known as “the bends”. The 
bends is a condition produced in the 
blood of divers who rise to the sur- 
face in too short a time. Mr. Nohl 
compared the condition to an uncap- 
ped bottle of gingerale. In the body,

BOAT BUILDING TAUGHT 
BY P. C. NELSON 


in connection with the general wood. 
work course. It was introduced four 
years ago to meet the demands for 
small pleasure and fishing boats. As 
the course is offered only once a year 
not many bvats have been built. 

The course is divided into the two 
units of boat designing and boat build- 
ing. In designing, a study is made of 
the features that contribute to sea- 
worthiness, speed, and maneuverabil- 
ity of a boat. Each student develops 
a complete boat plan. A drawing is 
made to the scale of 1-12”—the stan- 
dard boat building scale. A model is 
then made to the same scale. Next, 
full size “lay-down lines” are made for 
the boat. If a visitor should enter the 
room while this is being done, he 
would see the students crawling a- 
round on large sheets of drawing 
paper spread on the floor. These are 
“fairing lines’, because no model is 
exactly accurate. Individual patterns 
are then made of parts such as thé 
framework, keel, and stern. The pat: 
terns cut from cardboard to complete 
the design of the beat. 

In the boat building unit, the class as 
a whole constructs a complete boat. ! 
They layout, shape, and assemble the 
pieces which go into the construction 
of the boat. The seats, oarlocks, and 
deck are added. Painting and varnish- 
ing are included in the finished pro- 
duct. 

So far the boats have been built ac- 
cording to specifications for private 
parties. These parties furnish all the 
material. 

One of the boats in particular has 
proven its seaworthiness. It makes 
annual trips to Lake Superior, and is 
in constant use from the first thaw in 
the spring to the first freeze-up in the 
fall. Its effectiveness in landing large 
fish has also been proven. No com-; 
plaints have as yet been received.

Cost $5,000,000 Annually, 

Are Unused According 

To Report Revealed 

By Wisconsin 
Education Association in a news re- 
lease issued today, because pupils are 
absent from school. 
A teacher with 30 pupils enrolled can 
expect three vacant desks in her room 
each day according to estimates based 
on past attendance records. This 
means, the association pointed out, 
that 65,000 pupils will be absent from 
the public elementary and secondary 
schools of Wisconsin each day of the 
present school year. Figured on a 


per-pupil cost basis, the taxpayers of: 


the state will contribute $30,000 daily 
to provide education children will not 
receive because of absence. 

The educational loss from irregular 
attendance to both the child and his 
class has been repeatedly pointed out, 
but the economic waste of providing 
buildings, desks, equipment, teaching 
and supervisory services, etc. for chil- 
dren absent from school deserves 
equal emphasis in the opinion of the 
asociation. 

Wisconsin, while subject to this enor- 
mous educational and economic waste 
from the non-attendance of school 
pupils,has a much higher rating than 
may of the other states. Only eight 
states have a larger percent. of their 
school enrollment in daily attendance. 
The yearly cost, on a national scale, of 
providing education for pupils who 
fail to show up, is staggering. Accord- 
ing to the association, the money 39 
used would pay the entire cost of pub- 
lic elementary and secondary schools 
in Wisconsin for a six year period. 
While, the association agreed, many 
of the absences from school are the 
result of illness and other justifiable 
reasons, judged by the attendance 
record of the best state, at least one- 
half of our absences could be elimiu- 
ated. This would give to the average 
child of Wisconsin two more weeks of 
schooling without increasing the 
length of the school term.

carbon dioxide bubbles form in the 
blood resulting in paralysis which is 
usually fatal. The use of helium also 
cuts the decompression time to one- 
twenty-fourth of the former period 
of decompression.

As he grow older he real- 
ized that three-fourths of the earth’s 
surface was an unexplored world.

NINETY PERCENT OF 
ENROLLMENT 


at The Stout Institute for 1938-39 
are natives of Wisconsin. Fifteen 
states, Hawaii, and Porto Rico are 
represented by the 616 collegians on 
the campus this year. Thirty percent 
of the total are native Menomonites. 
Minnesota, Hawaii, Montana, Michi- 
gan, and Illinois rank high in the re- 
maining ten per cent of representa- 
tion. : 

Wisconsin’s ninety percent consist of 
278 men and 277 women, at total of 
555 students. The city of Menomonie 
contributes a total of 185 students to 
the enrollment. Sixty-five of the 
Menomonites, are freshmen. In second 
place is Minnesota’s delegation of 
twenty-eight students of which fif- 
teen are men and thirteen are women. 
Distant Hawaii ranks third with a 
representation of seven industrial 
arts students. Montana sends six stu- 


dents while Wisconsin’s neighbor 
states, Michigan and Illinois, each 
contribute. five to the total. Ohio 


sends one industrial arts student and 
one home economist. 

California, South, Dakota, North 
Dakota, Nebraska, New York, lowa, 
South Carolina, Connecticut, Indiana, 
and Porto Rico each have one stu- 
dent representative on Stout’s, cam- 
pus. A last analysis gives 616 as the 
total enrollment for the present term. 


STUDENT RESPONSIBILITY 


“The student is responsible for clear- 
ing record of grades of “incomplete”, 
announces Gertrude O’Brien, regis- 
trar. The student who receives the 
“incomplete”, is responsible for mak- 
ing up the work where credit is lack- 
ing and for recording the correct 
grade in the registrar’s office. Neg- 
lect on the students’ part to check 
with Miss O’Brien may result in a 
grade of failure. 

Procedure in correcting incompletes 
is to obtain from Miss O’Brien a spe- 
cial incomplete card, fill it out, and 
file it with the registrar. Occasionally 
students assume that faculty mem- 
bers are responsible for filing the cor- 
rected grade. The responsibility is 
that of the student. 
A grade of incomplete must be made 
up within one year in order to re- 
ceive credit in the subject according 
to the student handbook.

William Rose Benet is a poet, critic 
and novelist. He comes from a mili- 
tary family, but did not show mili- 
tary characteristics. He, therefore, 
attended Sheffield Scientific School of 
Yale University, as a compromise be- 
tween a military and an arts educa- 
tion. While at Yale, Benet was chair- 
man of the Yale, courant and an edi- 
tor of the Yale Record. After gradu- 
ating from Yale, Mr. Benet worked 
for the Century magazine, later be- 
coming the associate editor of the 
magazine. Benet served as an officer 
in the air service during the war. 


After the war, Mr. Benet went to 
Washington, where he worked on 
“The Nation’s Business,” the maga- 
zine of the U. S. chamber of com- 
merce. He also worked with Conby 
and Morley as editors of the Literary 
Review of the New York Evening 
Post and the Saturday Review of Lit- 
erature. 

The first novel published by Benet 
was “The First Person Singular,” 
published in 1922. He, also, with 
Drinkwater, and Conby edited Twen- 
tieth Century Poetry. Subjects tor 
his poems include oriental, wild- 
western, sea faring, besides brief 
tales of modern people in cities, and 
purely imaginary episodes of dream- 
life. Poems in our library written by 
William Rose Benet include, “The 
Outlaw, Ballad of Jesse James, and 
Faleoncr of God.”

WRITES. LETTER 
TO STOUT 


About His Teaching Position 
At Hastings, Nebraska. 
Stout’s Reputation Is 
Well-Known In School 

system at Hastings, according to Mr. 

Billiet, who attended Stout as a vo- 

cational special the past two years. 

In the letter received at The Stout 

Institute, Mr. Billiet said: 


“IT am teaching straight vocational 
auto mechanics to senior high school 
boys. I have four classes, one class for 
one half day in the morning and two 
classes in the afternoon. The fourth 
is a ‘floating’ class which begins the 
first period Tuesday morning and ad- 
vances one period each day, thus 
making the five day week. 


“The classes are large, with from fif- 
teen to seventeen boys per class, but 
the shop is run wholly on a produc- 
tion basis. I have plenty of supplies 
and equipment and no trouble getting 
plenty of work. 


“I consider our grading system some- 
what unique. There are no failures. 
Students must obtain 1900 points and 
24 credits to graduate. This can be 
done in two-and-one-half years or six, 
depending entirely upon the student. 
Two grades are given quarterly, a 
citizenship grade alphabetically ‘and 
an attitude grade in numbers. Sem- 
ester grades averaging below 50 do 
not receive credit; no grades below 
60 are sent to other high schools; and 
no grades below 70 are sent to col- 
leges or universities. Everyone is on 
the honor roll until he receives a 
citizenship mark of C or below, which 
automatically takes him off. This 
type of grading has been used here 
for some time and proves very satis- 
factory. 


“The vocational system in the state 
is very small. There are only twenty- 
five trade and industrial vocational 
teachers in the state all in systems 
the same as we have in Hastings. 
There are no vocational schools, all 
vocational teachers being in high 
school systems.” 


Mr. Billiet ended his letter by saying: 
“Stout’s reputation is well known in 
the school system in Hastings, which 
certainly is in my favor. My only job 
now is to see that it remains the 
same.”

The Stout Institute print shop 
is not a commerical plant wheie 
men and women are paidto read 
proof and write heads. The Stou- 
tonia is not backed by a jour- 
nalism fraternity or a journal- 
ism course. It is an educational 
means of giving students an op- 
portunity to work on a news- 
paper staff and put out a stu- 
dent publication each week. All 
students are eligible to work on 
the paper (no strings attached) 
as an extra curricular activity. 
A small percentage of the stu- 
dent body and faculty are con- 
scious of the time and effort 
spent each week by staff mem- 
bers before eleven thirty Fri- 
day morning when the papers 
are circulated the others are not. 
Many colleges larger than Stout 
organize their school paper and 
send it to a commerica! plant to 
be printed. That method has ad 
vantages: no last minute heads 
to set and proof to read; no 
sleepless nights tickling lino- 
type keys; no press to be fed; 
no nothing that gives a man a 
chance to work and learn. 

It is no snap to run a newspaper 
and keep it running.

the American Prison Association at 
St. Paul, Minnesota, on October 3, 
1938. 

As, warden of the penitentiary of the 
city of New York and president of 
the National Jail Association, Mr. 
McGee takes an active part in prison 
reform. 

Speaking from the warden’s, point of 
view Mr. McGee stated “We are vic- 
tims of a score of basic difficulties. 
We are undermined by the spoils sys- 
tem, we ,lack public support for 
avowed objectives, our personell is 
weak, we lack a scientific body of 
facts upon which to base our proce- 
dures. 

“Modern penology is filled with grand 
ideas that we hayen’t been able to 
make work, and why don’t they 
work? The reason it seems to me is 
fundamental and that reason is the 
public does not care whether they 
work or not. To the public a convict 
is something apart to be shunned or 
destroyed. 

We may as well give up the ready ac- 
ceptance of ex-convicts. Public dis- 
approval of wrong doing is probably 
the strongest deterrent to crime in 
existance. 

Mr. McGee suggested the following 
points as a solution to the problem 
“First we can continue to try to edu- 
cate the public opinion to actively 
support the effects of professionaly 
and socially minded leaders in our 
work. Or, second we can recognize 
the offical agencies dealing with de- 
linquents in such a way as to take 
them as far away from improper in- 
terference of uniformed and selfish 
people as posible.” 

“T believe in local government as a 
safeguard against tyranny. But in the 
face of centuries of failure it surnai- 
vetti or plain dishonesty to advocate 
local. control of agencies and such 
courts, prosecuting attorneys, police 
prisons, and parole boards as a safe- 
guard against corruption, ineffeciency 
and effectiveness. Hiss suggested 
that “law should be changed in such 
a way as to make the officiai duty 
of dealing directly with delinquents, 
a state function rather than a local 
function. They should “make proof 
against improper political interfer- 
ence.” 

“Tt means sound civil service in every 
state. It means elimination of county 
jails, and the substitution of fewer 
reigional jails under state control. It 
means that the commissions or 
boards responsible for policies in thie 
administration of jails, prisons, pro- 
baton, and parole should be con- 
structed to make it impossible for any 
political party to control them.” 
“The control of crime and the treat- 
ment of criminals is not a narrow 
specialized problem, which can be 
dealt by a single institution, — The 
problem permeates the roots of civili- 
cation. As members of the American 
Prison Association we have a respon- 
sibility to civilzation.” -

In their final game of the season the 
Stout gridders completely outplayed, 
outsmarted, outclassed the undefeated 
Duluth lads land scored a moral vic- 
tory by holding the Green and White 
scoreless.

Two 
times during the first quarter it 
seemed certain that Stout was on the 
way over for a touchdown but fail- 
ing to make the necessary ten yards 
from the .30 yard and the 20 yard 
line, the ball was given to Duluth who 
were forced to kick out of danger 
territory. 
At the beginning of the second period 
Erickson, left half of Duluth fumbled 
on their own 36 yard line and quar- 
terback Laer fell on it to give Stout 
the ball from that point. By a series 
of runs by Murphy and Miller the 
ball was, carried to the 18 yard line. 
Here the Northerners held and re- 
ceived the ball after Stout was held 
for 4 downs. But again the fighting 
men from Stout were not to be held, 
for after a few minutes Laer again 
playing heads-up ball intercepted a 
Duluth pass. The heavier line from 
Duluth was tpushed back like the 
Czech Army when the lighter line

Du- 
luth made what would seem a costly 
fumble on Stout’s 40 yard line. Stout 
recovered and a beautiful pass, Mor- 
rison to Mackay was completed to 
the enemy’s 84 yard line and the 
whistle ended the quarter. An ‘end 
around found Moe carrying the ball 
to the opposing teams 18 yard line 
on the next play and another pass 
put the ball on the ten. Too much 
time in the huddle put the ball back 
to the fifteen from where Murphy 
tried to convert a placekick but it 
was no good. Another placekick was 
tried later in this quarter but the ball 
did not quite clear the goal posts.

This Has Been Found To 

Be Most Convenient For 

Majority Of Students. 
This is the same relative location in 
the summer which has been used dur- 
ing the recent sessions and has been 
found to be most convient for the 
very large majority of students. 
Plans are under way and present in- 
dications point to a very attractive 
range of six-week courses, three- 
week short units and special confer- 
ences, according Dean Clyde A. Bow- 
man. The plan used in recent sessions 
in the range of graduate and under- 
graduate courses will be continued. 
Careful analyses have been kept of 


enrollment classifications during the. 


last several summer sessions. These 
are being used in planning the sche- 
dule of classes for the 1939 summer 
session, 

The range of courses on the six- 
week basis will include selections 
from home economics, industrial ed- 
ucation, social science, science, math- 
ematics, English education, and phys- 
ical education. Provision will be made 
for those who are on a planned pro- 
gram of attendance during several 
summer sessions, taking work lead- 
ing to degree requirements. Particu- 
lar attention will also be paid to the 
needs of teachers in the field. In plan- 
ning the three-week short units the 
purpose will be to secure nationally 
known leaders. So far as possible the 
short units will represent social-ed- 
ucational-frontier situations in which 
practical arts teachers are engaged. 
A schedule of special conferences is 
being prepared, such conferences be- 
ing open to all members of the sum- 
mer session. The student response to 
these conferences has been most 
gratifying and in several instances 
has won national recognition in the 
fields represented. 

The summer session student body has 
become a very cosmopolitan group. 
The graduate enrollment has grown 
steadily since the inauguration of the 
graduate program in the summer of

1935. The undergraduate attendance 
has also steadily increased. In the 
total enrollment in the 1938 summer 
session there were representatives 
from teaching addresses in thirty- 
one states, two Canadian provinces, 
Puerto Rico and Hawaii. The expan- 
sion of the summer session social 
program will be continued in the 
summer session of 1939 with addi- 
tional opportunity for social pro- 
grams for individual professional 
groups. 

Due to the many changes in address- 
es, the summer session bulletin is 
sent on request. It is planned to have 
it ready in April. Following the issu- 
ance of the bulletin, advance enroll- 
ments are recorded in the order of 
their receipt.

bership in the alumni association. 
Any student of The Stout Institute is 
eligible to membership during the 
vear he receives the Bachelor’s or 
Master’s Degree from the Institute but 
he cannot vote until he has received 
the degree.

Saint of the lumber industry — 
the industry that I-have been can- 
nected with all my life. ; 

I might attempt to regale you with 
the exploits of Paul Bunyan, such as 
the “Winter of the Blue Snow”, when 
he, with his ‘faithful Ox “Babe”, leg- 
ged off the State of North Dakota. I 
doubt if~you would believe these 
stories; -and furthermore,..1-am_ sure 
that you are familiar with them. ‘ 
It might be proper for me to tell you 
something of the - lumber industry, 
patticularly with respect to its effect 
on this community, and also its ef- 
fect on your own Stout Institute. 
During the early part of the 18th 
century, the northern portionof the 
state of Wisconsin, as well as the 
northern portions of Michigan and 
Minnesota, was a vast timber wilder- 
ness, in the hands of the Sioux and 
Chippewa Indians. The predominat- 
ing timber was White Pine, the finest 
all-purpese timber. that ever. grew. 
The earliest. record of any white 
man’s invasion of the present loca- 
tion. of Menomonie appears to have 
been in the spring of 1828, when one, 
James Lockwood, together with Gen- 
eral Street, United States Army Of- 
ficer and Indian Agent, visited the 
site of Menomonie. They had _ obtain- 
ed from the Chiefs of the Indian 
tribes, permission to build a mill at 
the mouth of Wilson Creek, for which 
privilege they were to pay annually, 
$2000 in blankets, beads, whiskey, 
and other merchandise. 

In the year 1835 they built a second 
mill at tht mouth of Gilbert Creek, 
which flows into the Red Cedar River, 
which at that time was known as the 
Menomonie Riyer. This was followed 
by a third mill at Irvington. Of these 
three undertakings, the mill-on Wil- 
son Creck seems to have been the 
‘only survivor. In the year 1841 this 
mill was sold to a man by the name 
of Green—from him to one, Pearson, 
who built the first dam on Wilson 
Creek, after which he sold. to a man 
by the name of Black. - 

The company that really developed 
the industry and the city, of Meno- 
monie, started in the year 1846, when 
my Grandfather,’ William Wilson 
(please pardon the personal — refer- 
ence) visited the present Site of -Me- 
nomonie. William Wilson came over- 
land with his family from  Pen- 
nsylvania to Fort Madison, Iowa, in 
the year 1836. He engaged in various 
undertakings, among them the “pur- 
chase of a Mississippi River steam- 
boat. He failed, however, to look care- 
fully into the status of the boat and 
found after he started operations 
that it was subject to a great many 
debts in the form of liens, which. had 
been contracted by the- previous 
owner. The result was a loss of *his 
investment. 

Driven by necessity, and also by the 
pioneer spirit which had brought him 
from Pennsylvania, he came up the 
Mississippi River to the mouth of the 
Chippewa River, and then on -up to 
the mouth of the then scalled °Me- 
nomonie River, to the present site of 


“Menomonie. He was impressed with 


the possibilities of the lumber indus- 
try, with which he had had some con- 
nection in Pennsylvania, and arrang- 
ed for the purchase of a half: in- 
terest in the Black .mill on Wilson 


. Creek, He had no capital with which 


to. make the investment, but “he 
knew a man whose home was in Fort 


” Madison, a merchant, John H. Knapp, 


whomhe induced to join him, and who 
had $1000. He and Mr. Knapp came 
back up the river and purchased 4 
half interest in the Black mill, ac 
quiring all of Mr. Black’s interest at 
his death, which occured within the 
year, Shortly after this they sold an 
interest to one Andrew . Tainter, 
whose contribution to the enterprise 
vonsisted of a yoke of oxen and his 
promissory note. The lumber they 
produced: was rafted down, the var- 
ious rivers and sold. at_various’ points 
along the Mississippi River. — . 
Needing further capital as their busi- 
‘ness .expanded, they contacted one 
Henry L. Stout, a resident of Dubu- 
que, Iowa, .who ‘purchased a one- 
fourth interest. | The firm then be- 
came known as -Knapp-Stout ~and 
Company,--a — partnership. with four 
‘nterests—one-fourth each to Messrs. 
Wilson, Tainter, Knapp and Stout. 
This company was. later incorporated 
under-the firm name of The Knapp- 
Stout and Company.

This company grew: until at one time 
they were the largest lumber produc- 
ing ‘company in the country. The ap-, 
parent reason for this success was 
due to the fact that each of the part- 
ners was a worked.

Andrew 
Tainter engaged in the production of 
logs. The manufacturing of lumber

Their principal market was through- 
out the states of Iowa, Missouri, and 
Illinois. To reach this. market they 
established distributing yards at Du- 
buque, Iowa, and St. Louis, Missouri, 
and a large percentage of the lumber 
produced moved by water in the form 


of rafts, from the mills ‘to the yards >~ 


at Dubuque and St. ‘Louis, where, it 
was piled up to dry, be refinished, 
In the city of Menomonie they had 
extended across the dam, a combina 
three mills—a water power mill which 
tion lumbér and shingle mill on Wil- 
son Creek, and a steam mill on the 
north shore of what was then «known 
as the Mill Pond—the prestnt Lake 
Menomin. They also had a mill at 
Cedar Falls, and one at Downsville,

The lumber industry as if was con- 
ducted in the days of The> Knapp- 
Stout and Company was a very pic- 
turesque industry. Loggers went into 
the timber region, which extended up 
into Barron County, in. the early fall, 
where ‘they remained during “the en- 
tire winter, living in camps. The 
buddings, which were made of logs, 
sonsisted of what were known as the 
“Cook Shanty”, “Sleeping Shanty”, 
and stables. Logs were loaded on 
sleighs and hauled by both horses and 
oxen, and landed on the banks of the 
streams or on_the ice in the lakes, 
where they floated down through “the 
creeks and rivers to the log reservoirs 
at Menomonie, Cedar Falls, and 
Downsville, with the high water in 
the spring. i

Possible Introduction 
to The Stout Institute, is report of 
Mr. Rich. : 
Correspondence as well as actual 
visits with other schools and colleges 
using this system has been carried 
on to obtain all material possible. The 
fundamental parts and basic prin- 
ciples of .a system for The Stout 
Institute are’ given in the following 
report by Mr. Rich. 

GOVERNING PLANKS | 
I. The system will be in charge ‘of 
a-central ‘treasurer in which sys- 
tem the cash of the school organiza- 
tions and accounting of funds will be 
brought to a centralized point where 
one individual will be responsible for 
all such transactions. The system will 
be bonded and the money on hand 
insured. 
Il. In general, the business of the 
college depository will be to-accept 
deposits from any organization and 
to: issue checks according to requisi- 
tiens-made by any organization, This 
will make it convenient for each or- 
ganization to pay its bills.

WILLIAM ROSE BENET 
SPEAKS ON LYCEUM 


Tuesday, November 8, Mr. 

Benet Is One Of 

America’s Present 

Day Poets 
Mr. Benet’s lecture was the second 
number on the lyceum program. Mr. 
Benet gave biographical remarks 
about contemporary American poetry, 
defined poetry, and then read some 
of his own work, 
Perhaps one of the high spots, of the 
program in the eyes of the students 
attending was Mr. Benet’s reading of 
his “Jesse James”. Mr. Benet spoke 
of the poets work as being the set- 
‘ ting down on paper of native Amer- 
ican folk lore. 
In “Jesse James” Mr. Benet spoke of 
the exaggerations of Jesse’s physique 
and powers as being similar to the 
northwest’s tales of Paul Bunyan. Mr. 
Benet held the opinion that each poet 
should write of the American myth- 
ology closest to him, he should work 
with the legends of his own parti- 
cular locality. 
Among the definitions of poetry a- 
vailable Mr. Benet particularly 
stressed the definition given by Arch- 
ibald McLeish, a contemporary Amer- 
ican writer of poetry, which said 
that poetry should not mean but be. 
Among those poems of his own read 
by Mr. Benet were included “Whale” 
and “Ghost Lake’. “Whale” was, Mr. 
Benet admitted, not zoologically ac- 
curate. After a lecture which Mr. 
Benet gave at a large university the 
professor of zoology attacked him 
privately on the zoological ideas in 
the poem. Mr. Benet explained that 
this poem too followed the definition 
of McLeish and was, did not mean. 
At an informal meeting of Fort- 
nightly at Dr. Dawley’s home, Mr. 
Benet answered a great many ques- 
tions. In speaking of the Benet fam- 
ily Mr. Benet mentioned his brother, 
Stephen St. Vincent Benet, a famous 
contemporary American poet, his son 
James, recently returned from Spain, 
the author of an article in a recent 
issue of ‘New Republic’, his sister 
Laura, a writer of poetry and short 
stories, and the late Hleanor Wylie, 
his second wife. 
In speaking of Eleanor Wylie, Mr. 
Benet said that she was one of the 
few poets who, to his knowledge, 
composed her poetry’ completely in 
her mind before putting it down on 
paper. 
Following the meeting at Dawley’s, 
Mr. Benet obligingly talked informal- 
ly with several faculty members at 
a local hotel. 


ANNUAL CONVENTION 
OF THE AMERICAN 
VOCATIONAL 


Association is to be held in St. Louis, 
Missouri beginning November 30 and 
continuing through the end of the 
week. This is a great and important 
gathering of the educators of Amer- 
ica whose interests lie primarily in 
the vocational and industrial educa- 
tion fields, and if the suggestions 
coming over the “grapevine  tele- 
graph” have any foundation in fact, 
this is going to be a tremendously 
important meeting. Apparently there 
is developing within the Association 
radically different ideals and pur- 
poses. The people who are strictly 
vocational may have to fight, from 
now on for the maintenance of the 
prestige which has been accorded to 
vocational education during the past 
20 years. Industrial education folk 
and the people responsible for the 
administration of the public schools 
are becoming more closely united in 
an effort to maintain in the original 
educational institutions the preroga- 
tives which they enjoyed during ear- 
lier years in the educational activities 
of America. Wisconsin holds a parti- 
cularly unique position in the fore- 
front of the debate which is likely to 
be waged, because Wisconsin has a 
unique setup in its administration 
wholly different from that of any 
other state in the union.

Alumni Will Be Interested 

In Changes That Have 

Taken Place In The 

Governing Board 
Since in this issue we are carrying 
a bit of news of particular interest 
to the alunmi of The Stout Instiuite, 
it seers to be indieatal that infor - 
milion econverning the present posi- 
tion of the Stout Institute in the ed- 
ucational setup of Wisconsin will ne 
considered news to all alumni. 
About the same time that President 
Roosevelt was trying to force 
through Congress the reorganization 
bill, the Governor of ‘Wisconsin, using 
more drastic methods than the Pres- 
ident attempted to use, was able to 
have a similar bill passed by the 
Legislature of Wisconsin. 
The Wisconsin reorganization bill 
gave to the Governor, and a commit- 
tee appointed by him, power to shift 
departments, eliminate or combine 
statutory departments, presumably 
on a basis of economy or ‘efficiency. 
What happened to other divisions of 
the state government ig not of inter- 
est here. What the alumni want to 
know concerns the present status of 
The Stout Institute. 
Since Stout was taken over by the 
State in 1911, it has operated under 
the authority of the Board of Trus- 
tees of The Stout Institute a body 
identical in personnel with the State 
Board of Vocational Education. This 
combination of interests was con- 
ceived when the bill to establish The 
Stout Institute as a state institution 
and the bill to inaugurate part-time 
compulsory education in (Wisconsin 
were combined by the Legislature of 
1911 into one law, creating the voca- 
tional schools and establishing The 
Stout Institute as the training school 
for vocational teachers in Wisconsin. 
This appears to have been a fortun- 
ate situation. Under the guidance of 
this dual board, the vocational 
schools have developed tremendously 
—to such an extent, in fact, as ito 
miake the vocational setup appear to 
be the most powerful educational and 
political institution in the state. The 
Stout Institute has likewise develop- 
ed. Its influence has been felt not only 
in Wisconsin, but throughout the en- 
tire nation. Its popularity has reach- 
fed far beyond the boundaries of this 
country. Under these conditions it

The change could not have been sug- 
gested on the basis of economy be- 
cause the State Board of Vocational 
Education remains unchanged. No 
extra expense attached to the per- 
formance of the business of The 
Stout Institute, which was always 
transacted at the same time that the 
business of the vocational schools 
was given consideration.

Bryan Gives A Demonstrated 
Lecture Of Nazi Germany 
On The Lyceum Program, 
At 8:15 O’clock, Dec. 8. 

Julien Bryan traveled for two months 
in Germany, covered three thousand 
miles by car, visited every major city 
and exposed twenty-five thousand feet 
of film (35-mm.) all of which he 
sent or brought back to the United 
States undeveloped. In a full length 
lecture and motion picture which give 
more than a glimpse of the country, 
Julien Bryan presents the whole 
story of the German Nation of today 
in an unbiased, documentary pictorial 
record. 
The actual working of propaganda is 
shown clearly in Julien Bryan’s films 
of Nazi Germany. His films of the 
methods of distributing anti-Semitic 
propaganda and the whole campaign 
against the Jews in press, radio and 
elsewhere is a startling revelation. 
Whether it be a Nazi political lecture 
in the labor camps or an anti-Bolshe- 
vik exhibit at Nurnberg, Julien Bry- 
an’s cameras have recorded the truth 
of the Nazi system of propaganda, 
perfectly controlled and administered. 
Julien Bryan’s method of filming the 
life of any nation is the truly docu- 
mentary method, the photographing 
of representative fragments which, 
taken together, tell the whole story. 
All of present-day Germany is there 
for us to see, including the agricultur- 
al plans and problems; the Nazi social 
organization; Nazi Political lectures 
in the labor camps; military prepara- 
tions are revealed and the religious 
problem is evident in the pictures of 
Jews, and Catholics, still clinging to 
their forms of worship though beset 
with propaganda. The whole cam- 
paign for making children an in- 
tegral part of the Nazi State is clear- 
ly shown by Mr. Bryan in his films 
of schools, camps, etc. 

This is not the surface of life, but 

life itself which Mr. Bryan has filmed 

in Nazi Germany. Real people with 
problems which beset us all are there. 

The everyday activities of ordinary 

persons and the great international 

questions which we are all called 
upon to face in these days of stress; 

Mr. Bryan has filmed the whole au- 

thentic story in his amazing pictures 

of “Nazi Germany”.

II. Auditing 

a. The books, papers, statements, 
reports, ete. of the college deposi-

b. The books and records kept by 
each separate organization will 
be examined and compared with 
records in’ the college depository 
by this same auditing committee. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

I. The funds on hand in the college 

depository will need to be in- 

sured up to a certain amount. 

The forms for depsoits and the 

forms for requisition will be kept 

available for use by each organi- 
zation in the office of the college 
depository. 

Ill. The central banking system 
could be set in operation by the 
beginning of the second semester 
of this year. 

IV. Any and all cash received by any 
organization must’ be deposited 
in the college depository. 
Organizations will be encour- 
aged to make arrangements to 
have “a few invoices of large 
amounts, comparatively, rather 
than to have a large number of 
invoices of small amounts. 

VI. A_ requisition for cash (not 
check) by an organization on the 
college depository will be honored 
in such cases where it would be 
difficult to obtain an invoice.

NOT HARVARD 
AUSTIN, TEXAS—(ACP)—Contrary 
to popular belief the first university 
in America was not Harvard. Nor 
was Baylor U the first institution of 
higher learning west of the Mississip- 


' pi. 


For exactly 85 years before John Har- 
vard endowed his dream school in 
Cambridge in 1638, some of the more 
ambitious Spanish explorers and. ed- 
ducators founded the University of 
Mexico. This little school opened its 
doors in 1553... 

At this time which was very few 
years after Hernando Cortez crushed 
the tottering Aztec empire, a flour- 
ishing civilization existed in Mexico. 
Scholars and writers had begun to 
come over from the old world, and the 
first textbook in philosophy to be 
written in America was used in the 
new university. 

This was titled “Recognito Summular- 
um.”. Fray Alonso dé. la Veracruz 
was the author. Veracruz also wrote 
two other textbooks for use in the 
school. They were “Dailectia Resolu’ 
tio. cum textu-Aristotelian,” logic with 
an Aristotelian text, and “Physica 
Speculatio,” an explanation of New- 
ton’s law of gravitation. The first two 
appéared in 1554 and the latter in 
1557. All were printed, one page at 
a time, on a crude block printing press 
which was the most médern in all 
Mexico at that time.

his blind master “to live an active, 
normal life, and become a worthwhile 
citizen in the community.” The aud- 
ience was impressed by the charm of 
the speaker and her vivacious, enter- 
taining manner in which she made ev- 
eryone forget her handicap. 

The dog led Miss Brewer from the 

back of the auditorium to the stage 

and remained with her during the 
program. The history of the Seeing 

Eye movement which began during 

the Great War to help the german 

soldiers who were blinded was brief- 
ly. outlined. In. the United States at 


the Seeing Eye School in Mirristown, | 


New Jersey, the dog is*taken when 
1's years old and given a 3 nionths 
training which consists of 1 month 


Jearning obedience, the second month 


becoming acquainted with the harn- 
ess and the third month learning to 
“disobey.” On the harness is-a U- 
shaped handle and when held by the 
master the dog will lead. During this 
period the dog learns to stop at curbs 
and danger spots. The disobedience 
period is teaching the dog to avoid 
danger that only she knows is there,|. 
i. e. when the signal to go forward 
is given and there is danger in the 
way, the dog then leads around it. The 
master: must also spend a month at 
the school winning the affection of the 
dog whose services grow as her af- 
fection grows. Miss Brewer then des- 
cribed the events in an average walk 
which showed the constant alertness 
which the master must maintain. 

Miss Brewer received the dog when 
she won a contest which asked “What 
would you do with one hundred dol- 
lars?" Her answer wus to buy a new 
pair of eyes, A Seeing Eye dog. 


Their great demand is shown by thé. 
fact that 100:dogs are being trained 


and there are 400 applicants. The 
dogs are a help to persons in almost 
all occupations and give the feeling 
of companionship to the blind which 
they so often feel is lacking. At the 
close of. the progam questions :were 
asked and answered.

MEMBERS AT STOUT » 
CONCERNING THE 


WEIGHING OF TRAITS DESIR- 
ABLE FOR MEN AT STOUT ARE 
SURPRISING BUT GRATIFYING, 
ACCORDING TO A STUDY BEING 
CARRIED ON BY C. L. RICH. 

In order to compile faculty opinion 
of the relationship of certain traits 
among themselves, Mr. Rich sent out 
a questionnaire to each member of 
the faculty who had men in any of 
his classes. | 

Eleven traits had been chosen previ- 
ously as those which were especially 
applicable to the men here at Stout. 
The traits selected were Judgement, 
Initiative, Appearance and Poise, 
Honesty, Professional Attitude, So- 
cial Intelligence, Skill and Perform- 
ance, Cooperativeness and Adaptabil- 
ity, Vitality and Health, Moral Influ- 
ence and Industriousness. The ques- 
tionaire called for a weighing of these 
traits. 

The reader will be surprised to note 
that a compilation of the question- 
naires turned in up to the date of this 
writing places “Honesty” at the top 
of the list. In other words, the trend 
of opinion of the faculty is that 
“Honesty” in its broad sense is an at- 
tribute which a student should pos- 
sess and which should receive the 
most attention of all of the eleven 
traits listed.

With the start of the program by the 
federal government in 1934, 744 stu- 
dents were aided by the jobs. The 
average number on the payroll ad- 
vanced through 1935 and hit a. peak 
of over 1,100 during the two years 
between 1935 and 1937. The figure 
dropped again ‘last year to 816. 
Starting with a total grant of $46,- 


\ 671 in February, 1934, the funds re- 


ceived by the University correspond 
to the number on the payroll, with a 


peak of , $170,000 for the 1935-37 


period and a drop back to $102,880. 
Since 1935 sufficient funds have been 
added to the general fund to take 
care of needy graduate—students ts 
well as for the undergraduate needs. 
Of 4,000 possible projects subinitted 


bya total of 667 department at the 


University during the | five - year 
period, it was possible to accommo- 
date 2,600 projects under 1,825 super- 
visors. These projects covered wide 
fields throughout the entire campus. 
While much of the work is. clerical 
and routine, a great. deal of it has 
dealt with important research. Sta- 


tistical studies have been made for a}. 


tuberculosis survey. Blind students 
have been supplied with readers. 
Work has been done with x-ray ma- 
chines and cameras for important 
contributions to the field of applied 
for the blackening of potatoes when 
science. Diseases of trees, reasons 
for the blackening of potatoes when 
boiled,.crop breeding, and a study of 
the distributions of milk under public 
utility control are but few from the 
list of activities of the NYA work 
during the last year.

JULIEN BRYAN 
LECTURES ON 
GERMANY 


For Third Lyceum Program In 
Stout Auditorium On 
Thursday Evening, 

December 8 

“First of all it is the training of the 
body; training of the mind is secon- 
dary in Nazi Germany of today” ac- 
cording to Julien Bryan, ace camera- 
man, who appeared giving his demon- 
strated lecture on Nazi Germany. Mr. 
Bryan’s program was divided into 
three phases; the lecture, pictures, 
and questions and answers. 
Mr. Bryan was in Germany eleven 
times, his last visit having been r.ade 
1% year ago, when he brought buck to 
the United States ten films of pic- 
tures undeveloped, showing the life 
and conditions of present day Ger- 
many. Although it was necessary for 
Mr. Bryan to have a guide with him 
as he traveled his 3,000 miles to get 
the material that he wanted, he had 
no trouble in getting permission to 
keep his pictures, or was not blocked 
from any place except the concentra- 
tion camps. Mr. Bryan could get no 
information or pictures on the con- 
centration camps of Germany. 
Mr. Bryan observed that while éalk- 
ing to groups of people, everyone was 
in favor of Hitler, but that while talk- 
ing to the individual natives, they 
were inwardly revolting against Hit- 
ler and the Nazi religion. He believes 
that we are near another war. The 
German people are deeply revolting 
against war, but it is the rulers who 
are trying to bring on war by the 
spread of propaganda. 
According to Mr. Bryan’s films most 
of the farm work in Germany is done 
by hand in a very crude fashion. Ger- 
mans are required to sell all of their 
farm produce to a prescribed place for 
a definite, fixed price; in fact, the 
situation is so guarded that children 
are required to report their parents 
if the parents fail to bring all of 
their produce to the prescribed mar- 
ket, according to Mr. Bryan. The Ger- 
man people are even forbidden by 
law to sell their own farms to their 
children. German boys are given mili- 
tary training from mere childhood on 
up, while girls of Germany are given 
education on homemaking and the 
care of children, for that is the only 
form of vocation in life allowed for 
them.

Dr. Gelbert, nated German-American 
author, foreign news correspondent, 
war pilot, physician, who suffered 
Nazi terrorism and persecution to 
save a close relative, arrested ninety- 
seven times and jailed eighteen times 
during a four and one-half months 
stay, will lecture before the assembly 
of The Stout Institute, Wednesday, 
January 11, 1939. 

Mr. Gelbert knows Hitler and all of 
his associates intimately, their pri- 
vate lives, and their aims. Reports 
say that this is the most exciting 
story of what is taking place in Ger- 
many today. The Nazis threatened 
Dr. Gelbert with death should he re- 
turn to Germany.

WARREN HICKS’ 
1913 REPORT 
OF STOUT 


As Presented To The Joint 
Commitee On Finance 
Of The State 


Legislature 
is of interest as a part of the history 
of The Stout Institute. Mr. Hicks was 
then the assistant for Industrial Ed- 
cation in the state. This report has 
not been published before. 
“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 
Committee: 
“T place in yov~ hands Bulletins Nos. 
1-2-3-4-5-6 issued by the State Board 
of Industrial Education, a pamphlet 
on Vocational Education, the blank 
for the Annual Report of Wisconsin 
Continuation Schools, and a statement 
that gives the names of the thirty- 
nine cities having 5000 population or 
more, with the valuation of property 
in each in the year 1912, and the 
amount of tax levy in each, one-half 
mill, that the law provides for the 
maintainence of continuation schools.” 
“You are doubtless familiar with the 
fact that, in the year 1911-1912, two 
cities, Racine and Manitowoc, main- 
tained continuation schools. (Mani- 
towoc conducted night schools only 
under authority of the regular board 
of education.—editor’s note) You are 
also informed that these schools are 
now in operation in twenty-four of 
the thirty-nine cities of the state. The 
law of 1911 provided that only thirty 
of these schools are eligible for state 
aid. The law of 1911 also made it 
mandatory upon the thirty-nine cities 
to establish these schools. It is mani- 
festly impossible to serve thirty-nine 
cities with only thirty schools. 
“The law also provides that more than 
one school may be established in a 
city, not to exceed four in any one

BACK UNDER CONTROL 


Of The Board Of Trustees 
Of The Stout Institute, 
Passing From 
Control Of 
The Board of Normal School regents. 
Following is statement issued by Mr. 
Willis E. Donley, Menomonie attorney, 
in conjunction with this reversion of 
the control of The Stout Institute to 
the Board of Trustees: 
“Under an executive order of Gover- 


nor LaFollette issued in the first part 
of 1938, made pursuant to the provi- 
sions of the Reorganization Bill en- 
acted in the special session of 1937, 
Stout Institute was transferred from 
the governing body of the Board of 
Trustees of Stout Institute to the 
Board of Normal School Regents, and 
was to have, therefore, the status of a 
State Teachers College. This transfer 
was to become permanent, unless 
either house of the Wisconsin Legis- 
lature should within ten days from 
the date of their initial convention 
disapprove of the Executive Order 
transferring the college to the Board 
of Normal School Regents. The 
budget of Stout Institute was pre- 
pared and submitted to the Board of 
Normal School Regents, who in turn 
submitted it to the Budget hearing. 
“Argument in opposition to the trans- 
fer of The Stout Instiute to the Board 
of Normal School Regents was that 
the- functions of Stout Institute were 
entirely diffenrent, it being a voca- 
tional training school’. than any nor- 
mal school in the state, and in addi- 
tion to that, its problems were vastly 
different then any Normal School it 
the state: that as a vocational train- 
ine school it enioved an international 
renutation 2s Stout Institute, and 
which, if it were to be relegated to 
‘a mere state teachers college, would 
soon cause such a loss of prestige as 
to result in a loss of attendance and 
the ultimate closing of the college. It 
was also charged that the transfer 
of Stout Institute from the Board of 
Trustees to the Board of Normal 
_School Regents was but the institu- 


tion of a deliberate plan to transfer 
the activities of the college to the 
University at Madison, and the ulti- 


mate dissolution of the Institute. 


“Immediately upon the convening of 
the Legislature on January 7th of this 
year, a resolution was introduced by 
Senator Kenneth S. White of River 
Falls, and a hearing on the resolution 
was held before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee on January 12th at two 
o’clock in the afternoon, the purpose 
of the resolution being to repeal all

WHO SELECTS 
OUR LYCEUM 
PROGRAMS? 


Is Question Frequently 
Asked By Student At 
Stout. Committee Of 
Faculty Members 


and two student representatives sel- 
ect our programs from talent offered 
by approximately fifteen different 
agencies who sell the service of var- 
jous classes of “talent”. The classes 
of talent offered include musical 
numbers, drama and dancing, celebri- 
ties, novelty numbers, and lectures of 
various types, 
science and invention, American pol- 
itics and economics, international re- 
lations, travel, adventure and explora- 
tion. 

Prices for various individual number 
range from $8,000 per performance 
for some great artist in their field, 
down to $75. or $100 for less widely 
known performers. 

This year the committee has catalog- 
ed the available attractions from vir- 
tually every major booking house in 
the United States, and is carefully 
examining the. offerings of each, so 
that they may get the most for the 
students’ money. 

Mr. Tustison was interviewed as chair- 
man of the Lyceum committee, and 
was asked whether there have been 
any changes in the Lyceum programs 
since he has been on the committee. 
which has been for the past seven- 
teen and a half years. Mr. Tustison 
replied that there have been several 
noticeable changes in that time. One 
change has been in the number of 
numbers presented in the year. Form- 
erly there were four numbers on the 
year’s program. This has recently 
been changed to six numbers per year, 
due to the increase in enrollment 
which has given the committee a 
larger revenue. 

Another noticeable change in the past 
seventeen and a half years is in the 
possible increase in the number of 
fields represented. Formerly musical 
numbers predominated in the years 
program, often as high as three mus- 
ical numbers out of the four programs 
offered for the year. The decrease in 
the musical numbers on the program 
has occurred during our increase of 
musical activities at Stout. This de- 
creases in the number of musical num- 
ber of musical numbers has not been 
due to a lack of interest in the musical 
field but to an inereased interest in 
other fields.

Original Board Of Trustees 

From Board Of Regents 

Of Normal Schools Since 

Reorganization Resolution 
The transfer of Stout back to the board 
of Trustees, which had the responsi- 
bility of the institution from 1911 to 
1938, is in keeping with the expressed 
desire of the President and faculty of 
the Stout Institute. The preference 
for the original board is based upon 
the belief that under the administra- 
tion of the Board of Regents, the 
Stout Institute was bound to lose its 
individuality. Already dozens of let- 
ters coming to the office of the ad- 
ministration are addressed “Burton 
E. Nelson, President, State Teachers 
College, Menomonie, Wisconsin;” or 
“Burton E. Nelson, President, Meno- 
monie State Teachers College, Meno- 
monie, Wisconsin.” These letters have 


come from the University, fram sther 
state teachers colleges, from business 
concerns with whom Stout has long 
maintained business relationships. 


The thought is that when this institu- 
tion is no longer known as The Stout 
Institute, it will not mean much to 
the people in the field who have to 
employ teachers, or to young people 
who are choosing a school in which to 
prepare themselves fo ra particular 
teaching career. President Nelson as- 
sured the reporter that that is funda- 
mentally the reason for his desiring to 
go back to the Board of Trustees, or 
rather, for his desire to have the as- 
sociation with the teachers colleges 
broken. 

The Stout Institute is very happy to 
be back in its old position. The stu- 
dents, the faculty, and the adminis- 
tration are under obligations to those 
friends who made this transfer pos- 
sible. 

In the interview, President Nelson re- 
ferred particularly to the keen inter- 
est that Mr. Willis Donley has taken 
in this matter and for his enthusias- 
tic support of the resolution which re- 
pealed the reorganization bill of 1937. 
The press of the state has frequently 
referred to Mr. Donley’s address at 
the hearing on this bill held last Fri- 
day. 

A number of readjustments will have 
to be made, and Stout’s place in the 
interests of the Board of Trustees will 
have to be restablished. In another 
article we may have an opportunity 
to refer to more minute details in 
connection with ‘these recent changes.

When interviewed, Mr. Rich said, “It 
is quite satisfying for a member of 
the Stout faculty to note that Stout 
students find that it pays to cooper- 
ate, but it is very startling for an in- 
structor to note that the students find 
that it makes little difference whether 
he, the student, exerts little or much 
moral influence. It would seem that 
faculty members should very earnest- 
ly strive to adjust this matter so that 
the students will receive more cooper- 
ation in building up their moral influ- 
ence.” ; 

Mr. Rich was interested in this sub- 
ject while obtaining his degree at the 
University of Wisconsin. Two years 
ago, he sent out a personality rating 
scale, used at the Purdue University, 
to all teachers who had any of his 
counselors in their classes. He used 
th information given to him as a basis 
for conference with these students. 
After finding that he was able to 
give his counselors definite help 
through this system, Mr. Rich made 
a new rating scale adopted from the 
one used at Purdue, but which was 
particularly suited to Stout men. With 
the help of Dean Bowman, Dean Mi- 
chaels, other members of the faculty, 
particularly Mr. Good, and a number 
of students, eleven personality traits 
were chosen. These traits include at- 
tributes of a good teacher and quali-

ties which will help the student in his 
studies and social life. Every seventh 
student from the junior and senior 
classes weighted thes traits according 
to thir importance. The results are 
those given above. 


Mr. Rich reports that he expects to 
continue this research by compiling 
the results of the opinions of both 
students and teachers. He wishes to 
express his thanks to members of the 
faculty and students who have been 
very co-operative in helping him con- 
duct his research, and also to Robert 
Johnson who has assisted in compiling 
statistics.

Bread 
boards decorated according to a par- 
ticular color scheme were gifts made 
by some pupils. While other. students 
were making leather coin purses, still 
others were making cookie cutters and 
preparing, and _ decorating; sugar 
cookies. 


Christmas always means the wrap~ 


ping and sending of gifts. The boys 
and girls desired information about 
wrapping gifts-and sending packages: 
A field trip to the post office was ar- 
ranged which was followed by a 
demonstration of gift and package 
wrapping. To save the expense of 
buying detorative Christmas paper. 
some punils made potato print tissue 
paper. Another Christmas experience 
was that of making block print Christ- 
mas cards and block print stationery. 


At the beginning of each job the pupil 


was given a job sheet. These were 
studied and the directions carefully 
followed. After completing his work 
he graded himself on the different 
phases of the work. The instructor 
and pupil-then talked over the work 
done, deciding upon future improve- 
ment; and final project grade. 

The present unit is one on home re- 
pairs. Each child is allowed to bring 


articles from home which need atten- | 


tion.” Electric cords, toys; furniture, 
and other household equipment are 
some of the varied articles being re- 
paired. Short talks and demonstrations 
pertaining to some general everyday 
information supplement the class 
period. 

At the end of the period everyone 
performs his clean-up job under the 
direction of a superintendent and two 
foremen, The duties of the workmen 
are determined by a chart which is 
spun each day. After the room is in 
order, work is begun on extra credit 
experience on construction projects in 
wood, leather, metal, or- food.

HARRY EDMONDS 
TO SPEAK IN 
ASSEMBLY 


Wednesday,.. February.. 8... He 
Is Known As Founder Of 
International House 
Idea, In Various 

parts of the world. With “Our Gov- 

ernment the Best” as his subject, Mr. 

Edmonds is expected to deliver an 

informative lecture on national and 

especially world affairs. 


According to information received 
concerning him, Mr. Edmonds is fam- 
ous as the originator of the Interna- 
tional House idea which hag led to 
the establishment of the great stu- 
dent residences, study and discussion 
centers for the cosmopolitan student 
vopulations of New York, San Fran- 
cisco, Chicago, and Paris. For a period 
he was head of the New York Inter- 
national House, whose leadership he 
gave up in 1935 in order to travel. 


Since 1935 Mr. Edmonds has spent 
a year in Hurope where he aided ni 
the opening of the Paris Internation- 
al House and in the establishment of 
a smaller international students’ resi- 
dence in Geneva. During the last win- 
ter, spring. and summer, he made a 
trip around the world. In Japan. 
where he was invited by Japanese 
authorities to make studies with re- 
ference to the possible creation of an 
Internatiunal House in Tokyo, he met 
leaders in various fields who contri- 
buted to his understanding of the 
problems underlying the present Far 
Eastern war. 

Very recently, Mr. Edmonds revisited 
London and Paris where he was in 
close touch with many of the leaders 
who are connected with the forces 
controlling Europe today. 


From letters written by heads of in- 
stitutions whcih have already engaged 
Mr. Edmonds as a lecturer, come re- 
ports in praise of his ability. The com- 
ment made by Professor Gatlin of the 
Department of Economics and His- 
tory, University of Tennessee Junior 
College, Martin, Tennessee, is typical. 
Professor Gatlin said, “I should like 
to pass on to you some of the many 
compliments I heard following your 
address, but it is impossible since I 
cannot express the enthusiasm of the 
students in a letter. You appealed 
to all ages and classes and made in- 
ternationalism a part of contemporary 
life rather than a bit of history.” 

Mr. Edmonds spoke about thirty 
times in the four weeks prior to 
Thanksgiving in the states of Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, Tennessee, Mis- 
sissippi, and Louisiana.

Long a topic of social-minded coll- 
egians and their teachers, the 
question of Tom Mooney’s guilt or 
innocence was settled to their great 
satisfaction when California’s Gov. 
Culbert Olson freed the man who 
has spent 22 years in prison for his, 
alleged participation in a Prepared- 
ness Day bombing in 1916. 


Not one of the hundreds of college 


newspaper editors raised a dissenting 
voice over Goy. Olson’s pardon. Most 
of them lauded him with many words 
and flowery sentences, and many hail- 
ed it as the beginning of an “era of 
industrial compatability — a realiza- 
tion that responsible unionism, legi- 
timately recognized, is equally bene- 
ficial to employe and employer.” Sec- 
onding this view of the Syracuse Uni- 
versity “Daily Orange,” the Grinnell 
College ‘Scarlet and Black” hails the 
pardon as something more than just a 
victory for labor. It claims that “‘it is 
a triumph of something a very great 
deal bigger than labor—justice has 
been done at last. The act comes as a 
burst of light to a world increasingly 
darkened by injustice and by bitter 
strife.” 

A neat commentary on modern day 
politics was added to its editorial by 
the University of Iowa “Daily Iowan”: 
“Governor Olson of California de- 
serves full credit for being an unusual 
politician. He made a campaign prom- 
ise, and he kept it. That’s all too rare 
in these parts, any parts for that 
matter.”

of the Sears, Roebuck Company. 
Miss Boxwell gave a very brief his- 
tory of the Sears, Roebuck Company. 
The mail order house idea came to 
Mr. Sears after he had sold a large 
stock of the unclaimed watches of the 
railroad company. The first mail order 
house was in Minneapolis. The de- 
mand for a central location led to the 
establishing of Sears, Roebuck in Chi- 
cago. After a few years, Sears gave 
up the idea. He went to Iowa, and a 
few years later Sears and his former 
employee, Roebuck, decided to try- it 
again. This time the venture was suc- 
cessful. 

Sears, Roebuck motto was ‘Treat 
people with honesty, kindness, and 
generosity—people will respond with 
honesty, kindness, and generosity.” To 
carry out this motto, technical labora- 
tories were established. 

The laboratories served to guide mem- 
bers of the organization who nee dsci- 
entific help. The staff consists of sixty 
two people. Forty-six people of this 


‘staff are chemists and Home Econ- 


omists. 

There are five divisions of the iabora- 
tory: I. Chemical laboratories deter- 
mine the composition of the substance. 
2. Textile laboratories determine the 
streneth. wear, and color fast of the 
materials. 

8. Electrical laboratories test the 
practical value and probable life of 
electrical equipment. 

4. Mechonical laboratories determine 
the amount of strain and use build- 
ing material can go through. 

5. Household laboratories test all kit- 
chen equipment. 

These consumer laboratories cooperate 
the advertising department to pre- 
sent facts to the consumer. The buy- 
ers are dependent upon these labora- 
tories, also. The chief function of 


these laboratories are test goods for 


the consumer and, also, to check goods 
that ove been returned by the cus- 
tmer. 

Sears, Roebuck Company engage in 
Interstate commerce and _ therefore 
must abide by the rules of the federal 
trade commission. This commissicn 
demands information about all sil’ 
cotton. and ravon material on the 
market. The materials is tested in 
fadometer for forty hours to deter- 
mine the seen fastness of the color 
The package department of this com- 
nenv trvs to work out informative 
'abels in co-oneration with the con- 
sumer laboratories. 

This eomnany has nrepared ‘‘consum- 
ers shovping guide” which is accom- 
panied by a handbook of facts. The 
shoppine guide is made up of a box 
of ecards shovrine three samnies of 
material. the high. medium. and Ie~ 
erode. also. givins information 
~hot to Inok for in shopping. 
“ha clerkg are given consumer’s in- 
formation heeanse it has heen fornd 
that people believe the sales people 
more readily then the labels. 

Tha consumer education division was 
organized in 1930. Its purpose is to 
sunply Home Economics teachers and 
extension workers with material con- 
taining shopping information. The 
comnany has fabric exhibits, chart ex- 
hibits, and curtain exhibits. 

Another division is the merchandise 
comparison division which buys from 
other stores and compares with Sears 
merchandise to see if the customers 
are getting good values for their 
money. 

The merchandise development divi- 
sion improves old merchandise and re- 
pairs the new so that it can be sold 
to the consumer. 

Miss Boxwell showed samples of ma- 
terials and distributed pamphlets. 
There was, also, an exhibit. 

As a conclusion, Miss Boxwell extend- 
ed the Home Economics girls an invi- 
tation to visit the Sears, Roebuck 
laboratories.

It is often social organizations 
that do not seem to have a very 
defined purpose for existing. 
There is always the excuse, of 
course. that students in the 
Stout Institute are “too busy” 
and prefer to enioy their leisure 
time elsewhere than with a frat- 
ernal social group. Members pay 
their dues, (at the end of the 
semester) and participate in the 
few minor activities which tra- 
dition has established in the club.

| ADMINISTRATION OF 
ANY COLLEGE 


has its troubles on occasions through- 
out the year. The president parti- 


-cularly faces unpleasant situations at 


the opening and close of each semes- 
ter. 

The President is finally responsible 
for decisions on particular cases of 
admission, on matters of employment, 
on rooming adjustments not meeting 
catalog requirements, on satisfactory 
rooming and boarding places, on mat- 
ters of special privilege, on certain 
phases of discipline, ete. Uscally these 
problems are handled by assistants. or 
committees set up for particular pur- 
poses, but the right of appeal is_al- 
ways recognized. 

The most trying, the most heartbreak- 


ing hours come with the close of each | 


semester when failures to make good 
on scholastic standards, when ‘“‘drop- 
ped” notices go to parents and guar- 
dians.’ a “— a : 
The depressed feeling is not so low 
when interviewing students as when 
appeals of parents are being heard— 
students, I fear, rarely realize how 
keen the disappointments are when 
the shock of failure of men or women 
breaks on the consciousness of father 
or_mother. We can bear up fairly well 
when students present their cases, be- 


cause we assume.that when a fair 


degree of intelligence is evident or is 
claimed the fault lies with the stu- 
dent—unless the scale of intelligence 
is high the individual should not as- 
pire to the teaching profession. If the 
intelligence rating is high the fault 
responsible for suspension is individ- 
ual, and in that case sympathy is not 


iso great. 


But when the parent is being inter- 
viewed we face an entirely different 
situation. He or she still has pride 
and confidence in the ability of the 
son or daughter. The student rarely 
accepts responsibility for failure. The 
fault must then be in the school. Ex- 
planation hardly satisfies. Teachers 
must have failed to understand the 
pupils. Warnings should have been 
given the student or -—parent. This 
warning, it is assumed or contended, 
has not been given. The weakness 
must have been in the school and not 
in th® individual. 

Parents each year leave the presi- 
dent’s office in tears. When strong 
men and women weep as they, out of 
courtesy, say goodbye, the president 
—any president having a heart—is 
left in an extremely unhappy frame 
of mind-

financed by John D. Rockerfeller, las 
in New York 20 years ago. There are 
now similar houses in Chicago, I- 
linois; Berkley, California; and Paris. 
The institutions are an oasis for for- 
eign student studying here, and prove 
the theory that individuals of differ- 
ent nationalities can live in peace and 
harmony together. There are always 
60 nationalities represented and at 
one time there were 72 different na- 
tionalities living together without the 
assistance of an army and navy. 


The students are usually doing post 
graduate work in business, teaching, 
medicine, and other professions. They 
bring their prejudices and inherited 
ideas with them and during their stay 
at the International House they learn 
to lose their prejudices and under- 
stand other nationalities. During the 
period of 20 years there have been 
12,000 students who have left the 
school, ‘‘the yeast to leaven the world 
in, which we live”. 

Mr. Edmonds then expressed his plea- 
sure upon returning to the United 
States after traveling around the 
world and realizing again the re- 
markable progress that has been made 
in 300 years. We must continue to 
work for our democracy and not ex- 
pect it to grow automatically. We 
have our problems, but they can be 
solved by being good neighbors, hay- 
ing open minds, and forgetting our 
prejudices. 


SCHOLARSHIPS FOR REFUGEES 


New York City —(ACP)— At least 47 
colleges throughout the country have 
made plans for providing scholarships 
and living expenses for the coming 
academic term to European refugee 
students, it has been announced here 
by the newly-formed Inter-collegiate 
Committee to Aid Student Refugees, a 
non-sectarian organization to extend 
and coordinate refugee work on the 
campuses. 

In most instances college administra- 
tions have waived tuition fees while 
student-faculty committees have raised 
funds for room and board and living 
expenses. 

The Intercollegiate Committee seeks to 
bring to this country only students of 
great ability whose achievements and 
personality put them on a level with 
Rhodes scholars. Selections are there- 
fore based on exceptional academic 
records, well rounded interest in non- 
academic subjects, together with testi- 
monials of excellent character. 

The committee has called an intercol- 
legiate conference to be held in Cleve- 
land, February 17 and 18.

Hypnotism is really the use of little 
‘known facts rather than an mystic 
power, according to Dr. Higgins, and 
anyone may perform the act provid- 
ing the subject is willing, does not 
oppose attempts and is not feeble 
minded. To demonstrate, Miss Betty 
Milnes was put tg sleep and then told 
to raise her arm rigidly, to relax her 
fingers, to stand, to count the persons 
in. the front.row, and -finally.to 
awaken when a person in the audience 
counted to 3, :

Pep pills retard the speed of learning. 
That is the conclusion reached by Wil- 
liam L. Minkowsky, graduate student 
in psychology at the University of 
‘' Minnesota who, with several white 
rats as assistants, has just concluded 
several months of experimentation 
with the pills. 

Each morning for 25 days M. Min- 
kowsky injected 1 cc. of benzedrine 
sulphate, or pep pill solution, into the 
rats of one group while those of 
another group continued their regular 
diet. The rats, were then placed in a 
maze and Mr. Minkowsky recorded 
the number of errors the animals of 
each group committeed before they 
were able to find the food at the end 
of the maze. 

Results show that the rats that had 
not been given injections reduced 
their number of errors from 14.5 the 
first day to 1.35 on the final day. 
The rats which had. received injec- 
tions, however, reduced the number of 
errors they committed only from 14.2 
to 10.6 during the period. The time 
required for them to find the food was 
correspondingly longer than that 
needed by the first group. 

When this part of the experiment had 
been completed the injections were 
discontinued for six days. During 
these six days the number of errors 
decreased steadily. Errors increased 
immediately, however, when injections 
were resumed. 


STUDENTS FAVOR 
DEMOCRACY 


Far from cloistered have been U. S. 
halls of learning during the period of 
world-wide unrest that has made the 
citizens of all nations wander far from 
the placidness of Ferdinand the Bull. 
Collegians and their teachers are tak- 
ing an active interest in the state of 
the world, and are becoming more bel- 
ligerent when it comes to defending 
democracy. 


Chief blow to the passive pacifism that 
in other years brought an endorse- 
ment of the famed Oxford Oath (‘I 
won’t fight under any circumstances’) 
was the abandonment of the oath by 
the delegates to the conventions of 
the American Student Union and the 
National Student Federation of Amer- 
ica. Both meetings urged continued 
peace education, but both more or less 
approved the President’s rearmament 
policies. 

Presidential messages on rearmament 
brought a chorus of “yeas” from the 
collegiate press, with only here and 
there a scattered ‘nay’. At the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, “College Topics” 
stated the case for the supporters, of 
the move like this: 


“Pacifism and optimism insofar as 
world peace is concerned are admir- 
able under normal conditions, but Uto- 
pianlike and thoroughly dangerous 
while world affairs are in their pre- 
sent turbulent state. We are people 
who espouse and champion democracy 
— democracy ,faces unpredictable 
trouble. We are people who espouse 
and champion disarment—at the pres- 
ent time, such action on our part with 
the known status of other powers on 
the subject, would be suicidal. There- 
fore, we must exercise sagacity in the 
administration of our government in 
order that it prove itself the ultimate 
in social and economical government 
of the human race. We must pre- 
pare for the direct emergency in 
defense of our standards and our 
country.”

APOLOGY 


A newspaper staff is probably 
subject to more criticism than 
most any other undertaking; 
some of this criticism is justified 
and some not. In the hurry of 
getting a paper ready to print, 
especially in a school where the 
entire publication, from writing 
to printing, is entirely in the 
hands of a voluntary staff, many 
errors are possible and many 
things overlooked. Usually these 
mistakes are not the fault of any 
one person, but more often sev- 
eral persons are indirectly res- 
ponsible. 

Last week a rather serious blun- 
der was made when a story on 
the YMCA Stunt Night failed 
to appear. It is a policy of The 
Stoutonia ‘to print all stories 
pertaining to school activities. 
School organizations support the 
school newspaper. The YMCA 
cooperated to the fullest extent 
‘by buying an ad which advertis- 
ed Stunt Night, annually spon- 
sored by the organization. 
Through a lack of thorough 
check-up on copy and a possible 
misplacement, the Stunt Night 
story was not available when the 
paper was in the process of 
makeup. 

The Stoutonia staff regrets this 
error and apologizes to the 
YMCA organization and other 
organizations taking part in 
Stunt Night. In the future ad- 
ditional effort will be made «2 
avoid such mistakes.

office he should be ready to say 
why he feels he should be elect- 
ed to the office. He should be 
able to tell the students what he 
wants to accomplish through 
holding an SSA office. 

When the candidates for the 
SSA offices appear before the as- 
sembly to deliver campaign ora- 
tions the students will be wait- 
ing to find out what the various 
candidates expect to accomplish 
next year. 

Before that assembly The Stou- 
tonia will be ready to present to 
its readers anything that any 
candidate wants printed and is 
willing to sign with an eye to 
libel and post office restrictions 
on what can be sent through the 
mail, of course.

Sloan, Formerly 
a science teacher in South Carolina, 
held the interest of his audience by 
the experiments with the new-found 
substance, liquid air. The versatility 
of the substance wus shown from its 
ability to crisp lettuce to its being 
used as gunpowder. The oft-heard of 
event, frying an egg on ice, was then 
Jverformed. The explanation for this 
phenomena is. that liquid air has a_ 


temperature of 360 degrees below zero 


|which makes ice seem actually hot in 


comparison. Soap bubbles and weiners 
were frozen and a nail was hammered- 
with a banana, Its use in mechanical 
lines is in the shrinking of metals as 

in the airplane industry, As an explo- 


|sive, liquid air is gaining in import- 
ance and will-continue to do so if the —__ 


cost can be lowered. Mr. Sloan de- 
monstrated by firing a gun using cot- 
ton moistened with ‘liquid air as-gun. 
powder. It has been used in recent 
wars in making bombs and_is used 
to mine nitrates in Chile. Charcoal 
and aluminum, 
plosives, were burned using liquid air, 
giving a brilliant light and causing 
one of the most rapid combustions 
known, the temperature rising from 
800 degrees below zero to 400 degrees 
above zero.

THE LIBRARY SITUATION 


Last year at about this time, 
there was much talk and little 
action concerning the library 
situation. The statement that 
the library is the last place to 
go for studying can be made 
with equal justice today. Try 
this little experiment: The next 
time you are in the library, list 
on a large sheet of paper all tne 
different noises you hear in any 
five-minute period. The. result 
will be amazing. Your reporter 
heard a typewriter, the door 
creaking with each incoming 
student, books dropped, papers 
rattled, very audible conversa- 
tions, noisy trips to the desk, 
not-too -successfully - smothered 
laughter, chairs pushed back, 
radiators clanking, pencils shar- 
pened, and noses blown. 
Students are not 'to blame for all 
of this confusion. The climax of 
this reporter’s study came when 
two members of the faculty car- 
ried on a rather lengthy and 
completely vocal convention. 
There is a very general and com- 
plete lack of consideration of 
even elementary library court- 
esy. 

This situation should not be al- 
lowed to go on_ indefinitely. 
Stringent. rules should be 
adopted, and rigidly enforced. 
A few simple rules of conducv 
similiar to those suggested be- 
low, might help to alleviate the 
chaotic conditions: 


1. Go to the library only when 
you want to study. j 

2. Communicate “with you1 
friends and neighbors, when 
necessary, in writing. 

3. Make as few trips to the desk 
as possible. 

4. When convention is abso- 
lutely essential, leave the library 
quietly. 

5. Consider the hall just out- 
side the library door as a part 
of the library. 


CLUB ROOM BEHAVIOR 


Something about spring weather 
casts a pall over the men’s Club 
rooms. As spring draws near 
the windows in the Club rooms 
suddenly and unexpectedly are 
| subjected to a high polish, at 
least it seems like a high polish 
in contrast to the windows’ ap- 
pearance throughout the winter.

ensus of opinion at that time 
seemed to be that the Club room 
furniture stood in need of re- 
pair. Chairs and tables had split 
legs, table tops were scarred 
deeply, chairs were bounced a- 
round with little regard to con- 
Sequences. All these complaints 
were brought forth. In addition 


|to this several students insisted 


that there was a highly dis- 
agreeable odor present in the 
club rooms most of the time.. 
In looking at this list of wrongs 
two conclusions are apparent. 
First that the Club rooms gained 
their dejected appearance from 
being used too roughly. Some 
consideration should be shown 
the furniture. When names and 
initials are scratched into the 
table tops and chairs are pushed 
over in the spirit of boisterous 
‘pseudo-humor the Club rooms 
will not be a thing of beauty and 
a joy forever. 

Thus an enforcement of a code 
of ethics in the Club rooms may 
be necessary. Possibly students 
will voluntarily enforce their 
own code. 

Secondly it seems that the pre- 
sent furniture, particularly the 
leather-covered davenports and 
chairs, need rehabilitating. One 
of the davenports was gone from 
the Club rooms Monday. We 
hope it is being revived by some 
upholsterer. 

Still we must remember that 
the Club rooms are for the stu- 
dents ; if something is to be done 
about their present state of dis- 
repair it should originate with 
a student group. Perhaps one 
of our SSA candidates could in- 
clude in his platform a plank in 
which he declared his feelings 
concerning the Club rooms, and 
if he felt that the Club rooms 
should be renovated in some 
way, he might explain what he 
thought should be done and how 
he proposed to do it—if elected.

AVERAGE U STUDENT 


annual expense at $455 — Question- 
naires submitted to 429 of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin students who receiy- 
ed employment last year from the Na- 
tional Youth Administration, federal 
educational aid program, revealed that 
the average cost for NYA students 
for one year’s attendance at the State 
University is approximately $455. 

This figure corresponds closely to the 
$450 figure which the Student Em- 
ployment Bureau and the Registrar’s 
office of the State University con- 
siders an average minimum expendi- 
ture for the school year for a stu- 
dent whose home is in Wisconsin. 

Of the group, 49 spent less than $350 
for their academic year while 36 
spent $600 or over. For the majority 
of the students, food and lodging com- 
prised the major expenditures with 
the average cost of room $106, and 
$160 for food. Students reported in- 


dividual expenditures for food from] ' 


$15 to $820 and from $25 to $200 for 
lodging, with those who did their own 
cooking or received supplies from 
farm homes able to spend far less 
for food than the average.

BULLETIN BOARD

Its Final Report On The 
Revision Of The Bulletin 
Board Situation At 
Stout Institute. 

A committee, appointed by Elmer 
Clausen in the last student assembly 
last semester, was to draw up a tenta- 
tive plan to simplify the bulletin 
board situation at the time. This com- 
mittee, composed of Howard Rathles- 
berger and Edward Kriz, has just 
completed its report. 

The present revision. as proposed, 

would have five bulletin boards, one 

being the main board to take care of 
notices from the president, the regis- 

trar, librarian, Home Economics divi- 

sion, and the nurse. This would be lo- 

cated directly opposite the entry to the 
registrar’s office. An SSA board taking 
care of all notices for both men and 
women students would be placed on 
the wall at the left of the Harvey 
Memorial. There would be an Indus- 
trial Arts board, on which would be 
posted all notices pertaining to the In- 
dustrial department and accomodat- 
ing men’s organizations. This, board 
would be located opposite Dean Bow- 

man’s office, in the IE building. A 

fourth bulletin board would be placed 

in the women’s locker room in the 

HE basement and would hold notices 

from women’s organizations. An ath- 

letic bulletin board for all such notices 
would be placed in the gym where the 
present board is located. 

A unique feature of this arrangement 

is that each organization has a de- 

finite space to post its notices. These 
spaces are to be in. units of 

8 1-2 in. by 11 in. to make notices 

easily available. 

The report is now ready to be sub- 

mitted to the Joint Committee on Stu- 

dent Affairs for final approval.

CAFETERIA EMPLOYEES 
SUFFER FROM 


recent influenza epidemic. The women 
from the institutional foods class have 
been helping prepare the food and 
care for the cafeteria, under the 
supervision of Miss Starkweather. 
Few persons realize the number of 
people the Stout cafeteria feeds each 
day—nor do they realize the amount 
of food which is required to feed them. 
Miss Starkweather states that four- 
teen loayes of bread are used each day. 
Four of these are used for sandwiches, 
which seem to be more popular. But- 
ter must be had to go with the bread 
so forty pounds are ordered twice a 
week. Coffee is more popular than 
tea. Four pounds of coffee are used 
per day and three quarts of cream. 
The amount of cream varies according 
to the kinds of desserts served. The 
students also like milk; so to satisfy 
this desire one hundred and forty one- 
half pint bottles and twenty quart 
bottles are ordered each day. 

The cafeteria usually serves from one 
hundred to two hundred persons for 
noon lunch, about seventy-five for 
breakfast, and one hundred for suvrer 
each day. 

For successful operation of the cafe- 
teria the menus must be planned, the 
groceries ordered, and the meals pre- 
pared. This requires much time, 
thought, and energy. We give the 
credit for this to Miss Starkweather 
and her assistant, Mrs. Fladoes.

of membership this year. Since its 
organization in April, 1937, this club 
has developed interest and ability in 
photography as a hobby. The new 
membership system lays down definite 
requirements which must be met by 
the members. Under the present set- 
up, each Photo Club member enters 
the organization as a cub. Upon the 
completion of certain units of required 
work, the cub member can attain suc- 
cessively higher ratings of apprentice, 
junior, and senior photographer. The 
requirements which must be met in 
order to receive an apprentice classi- 
fication include exposing and develop- 
ing a negative, making a positive 
print, ferrotyping, making a pinhole 
catiera, making printing masks, know- 
ing common photo supplies and their 
characteristics, understanding daark- 
room illumination, and making a lan- 
tern slide. As the member progresses, 
in ability and knowledge he must meet 
the higher requirements for the sub- 
sequent ratings. The work done by 
members to attain the progressive rat- 
ings is passed upon by a judging com- 
mittee. At present this committee is 
made up of Howard Rathlesberger, 
Ellen Gibson, Carl Stukey, Virginia 
Carroll, and Mr. P. C. Nelson. It has 
been estimated that under average 
conditions the work involved in at- 
taining a classification higher than 
the one held at any given time by the 
member will take about one school 
year. The work is done for the most 
part at the bi-monthly meetings of the 
club in the visual education labora- 
tory. To aid the members in their 
study of photography, a bibliography 
of available photography books was 
compiled by Mr. Nelson, advisor to the 
club. With demonstrations and the 
help of the more advanced members 
of the club, beginners do not find it 
difficult to make marked progress.

leased from the office of the Wiscon- 
sin Education Association in Madi- 
son, based on records of the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction, show 
that the median age of high school 
buildings in the state is over 22 
years and that some are well over 
the three-quarter century mark. One 
building in the old lead mining dis- 
trict of Wisconsin is 89 years old, 
and no additions have been made 
since original construction. The re- 
cords indicate other old-timers at 84 
years, in its original state, and *wo 
buildings at 71 years of age, with 
additions added 7 and 15 years ago. 
In adxlition to these pioneer high 
schools “still doing business at *he 
old stand,’ the records shows 11 
schools with 50 years or more of 
continuous service, 47 schools be- 
tween 30 and 49 years withouv addi- 
tions, and 68 schools of like age with 
some sort of additions made to ac- 
comodate the great increase in en- 
rollments which have taken place in 
Wisconsin since these high schools 
were built. 

The housing problem for high school 
students, confronting most Wisconsin 
communities, is emphasized by the 
attendance records which show that 
during the twenty year period from 
1917 to 1987 high school enrollments 
in Wisconsin had jumped from 50,500 
to 152,100, while the number of tui- 
tion students coming in from rural 
areas had increased from 18,000 in 
1920 to approximately 37,000 in 1958. 
“Tt’s fine to see new high schools 
such as have been built in Menasha, 
Appleton, Rhinelander, Stevens 
Point, and scores of other, Wiscon- 
sin communities,” says the Wiscon- 
sin Education association

| women. 100 high school students cross 
twice a day, and grade children from 
Central, Coddington, East, and St. 
Joseph schools are obliged to cross 
the street at least once a day. One 
third of the Stout students come from 
the East side of town which means 
that about 255 have to cross, the street 
four times a day to get to school. 
The proposal was made to close the 
street with a chain, in this way, mak- 
ing allowance for trucks to enter with 
coal and supplies. Wilson Avenue 
would be closed to the end of the gym- 
nasium, shutting off only part of that 
block. 

President Burton E. Nelson, Robert 
Nerbun, Elmer Clauson, and William 
Klatt spoke in favor of Stout. The city 
was represented by Mayor Nathness, 
Mr. Greeley, Mr. Hunt, and Mrs. Ida 
Kirkland.

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WHAT DO THEY ALL DO? 


If changes are made often 
enough in the meeting nights of 
extra curricular organizations 
perhaps a solution to the extra 
curricular dilemma will be auto- 
matically forthcoming. 

The solution would be this— 
after a sufficient number of 
changes have occurred a few or- 
ganizations would either volun- 
tarily give up the ghost or be 
lost in the shuffle. 

The simplest answer to the en- 
tire question may be found 
through the application of a 
very simple proposition taken 
from elementary arithmetic, 
namely: A gallon measure will 
not hold five quarts of water. 
A four day week is hard pressed 
to accommodate 31 organiza- 
tions. That is, if these organiza- 
tions are going to turn in any 
tangible evidences of their func- 
tioning. ‘ 

A logical question then is—what 
do these organizations do? In a 
large number of cases the ans- 
wer given by “Average Student” 
is—“I don’t know.” 

Everyone knows what the Stout- 
onia does. The Stoutonia dis- 
seminates among the students 
each week as much information 
relating to current and coming 
events as the staff members can 
assemble. 

The average student also knows 
what the Tower is and why the 
Tower staff meets. The Musical 
organizations and the athletic 
teams certainly are all-school ac- 
tivities and familiar to every 
student. 

But the extra curricular calen- 
dar is full of little hole-in-the- 
wall organizations that are 
known only to their members. 
Due to this magnificent prepon- 
derance of disorganized organi- 
zations the following situation 
recently occurred. 

Tuesday night has been Stout- 
onia night for two years. During 
the immediate past there has 
been a definite trend among 
other organizations to. encroach 
upon Stoutonia’s Tuesday night. 
The Stoutonia has again given 
way and moved in an effort to 
find a reasonable time for their 
meetings. Wouldn’t it be more 
logical to shift the non-produc- 
tive social organizations, even 
drop some, rather than interfere 
with as large an organization as 
The Stoutonia. 


No organization meetings are 
held on Friday under the new 
schedule except for the YWCA 
Cabinet which meets at 5:00 
during the first and third weeks. 
Why don’t the social organiza- 
tions continue to meet on Friday 
night? Because time-honored 
tradition has designated Friday 
night as date night. ‘Thus the 
social organizations have cut the 
five evening school week to four 
evenings. 

The average student doesn’t stop 
to realize how much work, how 
many actual hours, are spent in 
publishing a school paper. 


First it is necessary to deter- 
mine what the week’s news will 
be. Then the news stories are 
assigned; the list of news items 
is divided between the staff 
members. 


On Monday of each week the 
editorial staff goes to work. The 
reporters spend their free hours 
in observing and interviewing, 
then write the news stories, two 
to five in number. After the 
stories are written they are 
typed, copy-read, and heads are 
written. From there the story 
goes into the linotype room, is 
set; comes back to the proof 
reader, corrections are noted; 
again in the linotype room, cor- 
rections are made. After the 
type is all set and okayed the 
make-up editor makes up the 
dummies for the week’s issue. 
Then the mechanical staff next 
goes to work. The forms are 
made and wheeled into the 
pressroom. Friday noon, after 
the paper has been printed and 
folded it is turned over to the 
circulation staff for distribution. 
The activities of the business 
staff, without which the paper 
could not live, must be added to 
the foregoing. Thus it can be 
seen that there are three subdi- 
visions existing within The 
Stoutonia staff, editorial, mech- 
anical, and business. 

These three divisions must op- 
erate on schedule according to a 
fixed routine rigidly adhered to. 
To tamper with any one func- 
tion disrupts the staff as a 
whole. 

To the average student the edi- 
torial staff is the most impor- 
tant part of The Stoutonia be- 
cause it is the editorial staff that 
gathers the news. 

The following then is nothing 
more than a statement of fact. 
If The Stoutonia’s staff meeting 
suffers too many changes The 
Stoutonia may run into difficul- 
ties which would force tempor- 
ary suspension of the publica- 
tion, or at least cause conditions 
which would greatly hamper 
publication. 

But even then, if The Stoutonia 
were forced to suspend publica- 
tion due to more staff-meeting- 
hour troubles all would not be 
lost. The Stoutonia could still 
carry the torch as an extra cur- 
ricular activity. With no paper 
to publish there would still be 
many courses open to staff mem- 
bers. Staff members, with four 
to ten hours per week of newly- 
acquired spare time could for ex- 
ample spend an hour per week 
making model doodle bugs out 
of chewing gum. Or better than 
that, could go “social,” throw a 
formal once a year, sell cookies 
on Christmas, and remain an- 
onymous at all other times. 

But if the extra curricular pro- 
gram is too often juggled no 
productive organization will be 
able to keep the pace.

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BLOOD TESTS OF 
UNDERGRADS 
IN MORE THAN 


500 American Colleges Reveal 
That 2 Out Of Every 
1,000 Students Examined 
Are Infected With 


syphilis according to a report issued 
today by the American Social H "giene 
Association. This rate is practically 
the same as that of non-college young 
people of the same age. These findings 
are incorporated in a study prepared 
by staff members of the United States 
Public Health Service for the monthly 
Journal of the American Social Hy- 
giene Association. 

The rate of infection for the general 
population in the age group 15-19 
years, based on estimates of the Pub- 
lic Health Service issued in Novem- 
ber, 1938, is about 1.8 per 1,000. The 
apparently higher college rate results 
from the inclusion of an unknown 
number of students in higher age 
groups up to 24 in the present survey. 
Other findings of the recent survey 
show an indicated difference of about 
15 percent less syphilis among college 
women than among men, a difference, 
it may be noted, paralleling nation- 
wide prevalence rates by sexes. There 
is also a slightly lower rate among 
college women than among women of 
the same age group at large. Little 
difference is shown, however, between 
one region in the United States and 
another for either sex, or between the 
rates for schools with large as com- 
pared to small student bodies. 
Students selectively tested in all 
schools, large and small, represented 
not more than 15 percent of the total 
student enrollment of the schools, 
while routine tests were made on vir- 
tually all of the enrollment group 
(freshmen) under consideration. Since 
the rate per 1,000 tests by both selec- 
tive and routine methods was found 
to be practically identical, the number 
of positive tests is therefore governed 
by the number of tests given. The 
number of cases found in a given stu- 
dent population, then, is in direct re- 
lation to the number of students test- 
ed regardless of methods of selecting. 
Because failure to detect the often 
hidden clinical manifestations of sy- 
philis is so frequent and because 
many infected persons do not know 
that they have syphilis and therefore 
do not request examinations, testing 
by selective methods results in many 
actual cases of the disease among col- 
lege students remaining undetected. 
The report stresses the need for 
routine blood testing. 

“A case of syphilis, found is of great 
importance for what it is, no matter 
where it may be discovered. One case 
of syphilis spreads to others, finally 
becoming the focal point of a small 
epidemic. Early diagnosis and treat- 
ment is protection not only to the in- 
dividual, but to the community. Public

efforts, to be effective, must begin 
with individuals in the age-group of 
first exposure. College students form 
an important section of this group. 
Control in this age-group offers real 
— perhaps the only—hope that the 
general rate can be materially 
reduced.” 


DR. DAVID N. BEACH OF 
PLYMOUTH CHURCH 


Minneapolis, spoke to assembly April 
5th on “The Price of Wisdom.” “Open 
The Gates of the Temple” was sung 
by Rolf Berg, after which the speaker 
was introduced by Dr. J. M. Dawley.

Dr. Beach contin- 
ued with the second price one pays 
for wisdom, the moral price. Quota- 
tions from the doors of Pamona Col- 
lege were illustrative of the aspira- 
tions one should hold. “Let only the 
eager, reverent, and thoughtful enter 
here” and “They only are loyal to this 
college who departing bear their 
added riches in trust for mankind.” 


The third step in gaining wisdom, Dr. 
Beach said, is- in transfusing the 
knowledge gained from books and life 
and the moral price into love of God 
and mankind. In this way the unim- 
portant things of life lose power and 
the befuddled world becomes a better 
place in which to live.

In turning down the proposal, Siti 
Nathness gave three reasons for the i 


action of the council. The reasons are 
(1) two property owners whose pro- 
perty abuts did not sign (2) no ap- 
propriation set up by the school 
for the project (3) by closing just 
half of the street or making dead 
end streets it would be difficult for 
snew removal. ' 
“The fact that the two property 
owners”) stated Mr. Nerbun,- “whose pe Skee 
property abuts the Stout—property oes 
were not at the hearing signifies that 
they did not have any objections.

It is our hope , 
that the City Council will reconsider 
The proposal made was. te clone. the 
street with a chain in this way making 
allowance for trucks to enter with 
coal and supplies.

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EDITORIAL — 


Any achievement involves the 
expenditure of time and energy 
on the part of many persons. 
When the particular goal is won 
there is a tendency to ignore the 
contributions made by various 
participants and to take the ac- 
complishment as a matter of 
course. Many pioneers have fail- 
ed to receive any recognition be- 
cause their particular function 
was to undertake the prelimin- 
ary steps of the project on which 
they have been working. In 
order to avoid this situation in 
connection with obtaining of a 
campus for our school it seems 
fitting at this time to compli- 
ment those students who have 
been quietly but diligently labor- 
ing for this privilege which will 
eventually be ours. And there 
should be particular praise for 
the man whose devotion to this 
cause has led him to give gener- 
ously of his ideas, his time, and 
his ability to the leadership of 
and responsibility for the ven- 
ture. 

His actions have been particu- 
larly commendable because this 
has been Robert Nerbun’s first 
year here. As is the case with 
so many students who come 
from other communities, parti- 
cularly where they have seen or 
lived on a real campus, he was 
shocked by the situation that he 
found here. But instead of meek- 
ly accepting it because it had al- 
ways been that way he deter- 
mined to do something about it. 
On his own initiative and with 
little real encouragement he 
made a survey to find out why 
the present situation existed, 
what steps could be taken to 
remedy it, and what legal pro- 
cedure was necessary. He then 
set to work, making maps, draw- 
ing up lists, and recruiting assis- 
tants. Several conferences with 
various advisers were necessary. 
After he and his committee had 
obtained the signatures on the 
petitions Bob made personal ap- 
pearances at the meetings of 
local organizations to present 
the needs of our school and the 
merits of our case. This was fol- 
lowed by an appearance before 
the city council to arrange for 
a public hearing, and the presen- 
tation of the case at the public 
hearing. During all these tedious 
efforts Bob remained faithful to 
the ideal that he had set up. 


There were many discourage- 
ments and disillusioning experi- 
ences, but there was no giving 
up on his part. 

And now the city council, repre- 
senting a noisy and minority ele- 
ment in the community has 
brought about a temporary set- 
back by refusing to grant the 
request that was made. This is 
annoying, but cannot be regard- 
ed as a permanent defeat, for it 
is neither intelligent nor just. 
So when the goal has been reach- 
ed and The Stout Institute has 
the real campus that it deserves 
Robert Nerbun should be re- 
membered as one whose service 
has been invaluable in this ac: 
complishment.

I VISIT THE GRINNELLS

At the request of the Stoutonia I have 
consented to set down a few impres- 
sions gained when I motored south to 
my old college state of Indiana to 
spend Easter with the Dr. J. Erle 
Grinnells in Terre Haute. On the way 
I enjoyed seeing Illinois Normal Uni- 
versity at Normal, Illinois; Illinois 
Wesleyan University at Bloomington, 
Illinois; University of Illinois at Ur- 
bana; and in Terre Haute, the Indiana 
Teachers, College and Rose Polytech- 
nic Institute. Indiana Teachers Col-

DEFICIENT AT 
STOUT 


According To Report Of Mrs. 
Marian Goodrich, College 
Nurse, Who Attended Eighth 
Annual Meeting Of North 

Central Division of the National Stu- 

dent Health Association, held at River 

Falls, May 5. Medical facilities, at 

Stout are deficient in comparison with 

those of other colleges in this region. 

All other schools represented at the 

conference seemed to be getting more 


medical attention at a lower fee pay- 
ment. : 


Most of the other schools have a doctor 
at the school at least once a day, if 
only for a few minutes, while here at 
The Stout Institute, Dr. Blum is in his 
office for consultation from 9:00 to 
11:00 a.m. on Wednesdays, only. 


At River Falls the doctor is available 
from 11:30 to 12:00 every day. The 
infirmary there has only four beds, 
taking only lighter, non-contagious 
eases of illness. During this year the 
total of their work has been 133 total 
infirmary days. An N.Y.A. student 
and a cleaning woman assist the 
school nurse. At The Stout Institute, 
Mrs. Goodrich and her N.Y.A. helper 
have cared for all the patients to the 
extent of 255 total infirmary days. 


At Eau Claire, arrangements are made 
for the school nurse to refer students 
to aclinic. This clinic also takes care 
of physical examinations. At this 
school, students are allowed six free 
days of hospitalization while at The 
Stout Institute each student is allowed 
only three days free hospitalization. 
If a doctor is necessary during those 
three days the student must pay for 
the doctor’s services.

DR. SHAFER TALKS 
TO SPEECH CLASS 


on President’s power over foreign af- 
fairs. Dr. Shafer addressed Mr. Ives’ 


two o’clock speech class on Monday, 
May &. 

Dr. Shafer said that the President of 
the United States could influence for- 
eign policy by diplomatic methods and 
also through his position as Com- 
mander-in-chief of the army and navy. 
Dr. Shafer added that Congress had 
limited the President’s power by pass- 
ing neutrality acts. Dr. Shafer also 
mentioned that this neutrality legis- 
lation may be a method by which the 
United States could keep out of the 
next war. 

During the course of his talk Dr. Shaf- 
er explained to questioners why the 
United States need have little fear 


of foreign invasion. 
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WATER TROUBLES 


Our attention has been called to 
a unique method of killing three 
birds with one stone.

Having studied mental deficiencies 
and the problem of juvenile delinquen- 
cy to some extent, the students mak- 
ing the field trip were especially 
interested in the way in which the 
colony’s educational and disciplinary 
programs were carried out. The group 
was guided through the main build- 
ing, girl’s school, boy’s school, one of 
the girl’s dormitories, and one of the 
cottages in which the idiots and im: 
beciles live. 

Many of the buildings on the colony 
grounds were not visited by the social 
problems, class, but a general insight 
into the colony’s activity was gained 
nevertheless. 

According to information given the 
students, the colony at Chippewa Falls 
is the only one of its type in the state. 
The inmates number at the present 
time 1600. All types of mentally 
deficient persons are included such 
as morons, imbeciles, idiots, epileptics, 
borderline and dull cases, and a few 
normal persons. Eighteen teachers are 
employed in the schools. The total 
number of employees at the colony 
is 265. 

The trip to the Northern Wisconsin 
Colony is the first field trip to be 
made by the social problems class 
this semester,

unification and crystallization of 
purpose next year, according to 


Mr. Frank L. Huntley, head, of the 
department. Each student will pur- 
chase “A Writers Manual Work- 
book” by Kies, which will be used 
as a manual. This book has already 
been used experimentally in a second 
semester Composition class. A broad 
training in grammar, rhetoric, and 
logic will be the aim of the Com- 
position courses. The first semester 
will emphasize correctness by emph- 
asizing grammar. Mr. Huntley states 
that “until a better method has been 
invented for teaching the functional 
relationship between words in a sen- 
tence, which is grammar, stress will 
be put in the first semester upon 
diagraming.” He and Mr. Ives have 
found that Stout students “take to” 
diagraming. Rhetoric, which deals 
with effectiveness, will be stressed the 
second semester. The work will be 
correlated with speech courses, both 
giving training in effectiveness of 
language. Expository writing will be 
concerned with logic, particularly the 
criteria for relevance and irrelevance 
of the part to the whole. Required of 
all men sophomores this course will 
use for its material subjects taught 
in the professional classes. 

This training in technique of commun- 
ication is only one half of the pur- 
pose of the English department. It 
also exists in order to increase the 
knowledge and appreciation of the 
student for literature, and to raise the 
cultural tone of the college; toward 
that end, it tries to give broad, gen- 
eral courses springing out of survey 
of literature. The courses include In- 
troduction to Drama, Introduction to 
Poetry, and Introduction to Fiction. 
This last combines the two former 
Novel and Short Story courses. Mr. 
Ives’ classes in Play Production solve 
the technical problems of producing 
plays which can be studied as pieces 
of literature in Introduction to Drama. 
Mr. Ives class has proven itself prac- 
tical.

Speaking for the mont part of tke 
relation of mental hygiene to tesch- 
ing, Dr. Taylor discussed at some 
length the part that miental hygiene 
- plays in the well-rounded development 
of the school child. Dr. Taylor pointed 
out the fact that the goals set up by 
‘the NEA are now the same goals 
which’are stressed by the workers in 
the field of mental hygieny, namely, 
personal dévelopment,- growth, and 
learning. ~ — = : 
According to Dr. Taylor, mental hy- 
giene. education has been neglecte:l 
to a very large extent‘until the pres- 
ent day. 
“Personalities,” said Dr. 
“emerge-out of the home -first-of-all,

tion in mental hygiene must be c¢rr-
